A MANUAL FOR COMMUNION 
CLASSES. 



NOTHING iB more difficult than the kind- 
ling in the hearts of one's people a feeling 
of file neceBflity of Frequent Communion. 
Some — perceiving at once how incon- 
' eistent are their lives with any thought of 
finch blessing, avoid the subject altogether. They dare 
not alter these lives: the sins and errors, which entangle 
them, seem to make their sole enjoyment. Therefore 
they are compelled in very decency to keep away. 
Some — never having felt any real strength from eating 
and drinking that blessed Body and Blood, never ex- 
perience any hunger or thirst after it. Some — and 
perhaps the greater number — altogether lack courage 
to come. Frequent Communion is the exception with 
those amongst whom they live; they dd not like to 
separate themselves &om fnends and acquaintances, 
even if it were possible, and so to make their habits of 
living quite distinct. Some — the very few, it is to be 
feared (for their state of mind and habit of life is pre- 
ferable)— conscientiously keep away ; either they be- 
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lieve that something of its sanctity is lost in too often 
handling this Sacrament, — or else they feel that it re- 
quires greater and more earnest preparation than they 
can devote to it, amid their constant occupations and 
employments. 

Still, let the Parish Priest carefully and quietly think 
over the matter. Let him enquire of himself for a 
substantial reason why so many, whom he has most 
anxiously prepared for Confirmation and First Com- 
munion, become truants as the years glide by« Let 
him question his own experience, why they fall into 
follies and sins which the strength of the Sacrament 
would enable them to resist ; why wilfully they expose 
themselves to temptations which the constant contem- 
plation of the Saviour would shut out from their 
eyes : and then, perhaps, he may find that some of 
the blame clings to himself. So much stress laid on 
this holy mystery by the Saviour; itself tlie very 
centre of the scheme of Christian theology : not a 
mere form, not a mere trust, but the principle of life, 
all his energies, all his powers, should be directed 
towards making his people Communicants. Doubtless 
it is a very difficult work, and the gravest responsi- 
bility rests on it. He will have to do battle wiUi the 
individual sins of those entrusted to him. He will 
have to stand in the way and oppose many an impul- 
sive and resolute will. He will have to help others to 
lift their burdens, and in part to bear them himself, 
gently, tenderly. It is a hard task! However, he 
is under the most solemn obligation manfully to face it. 
Therefore let him fitly and rightly prepai*e himself 
for his work. 

First, he must put off all pride, all self-consciousness, 
all officious inquisitiveness (which latter is likely to be 
greatly excited in this work). He must humble him- 
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self, cleanse and purify his own heart by fullest Con- 
fession to God, and by Prayer. Then looking round his 
parish, with a view to fulfilling his duty in this respect, 
the work must not originate in some sudden thought, 
in order to pass the afternoon, — " Oh, I'll go to this 
one or that, and talk to them about coming to the 
Sacrament next Sunday !" It must be a work, a visit 
gravely undertaken, after long meditation and com- 
muning with God. It must not be a hasty resolve 
which sends him to hunt up his people in such matters 
after a gossip with some district visitor ; because he 
may have heard strange reports, and wishes to inform 
himself about them. The attendance and non-attend- 
ance of his flock at Holy Communion, and their pre- 
paration for it, must be a subject of constant and 
watchful anxiety to him : but never of a worldly and 
speculative concern. His doubts and fears and alarms 
must be known only to himself and God, and must be 
confided only to Him Who is alone able to help him. 

Secondly, he must ask for the Spirit's guidance in 
any course he may pursue to gain the lapsed. For, let 
him be ever so much on his guard against suggesting 
sins, which may never have crossed the thought ; let 
him be ever so careful lest he substitute for facts his 
own foregone conclusions; let him have the most 
wholesome dread of playing the tyrant over a weak 
conscience ; still will he scarce ever be able to rescue 
and convince by his own powers unaided. We may 
say, indeed, never. 

Thirdly, let him diligently put his own house in 
order 1 He must examine himself. Is the Sacrament 
to him a blessed thing ? Does he really feel need for 
it, as he ministers at God's altar ? or, is it to him 
matter of routine and duty ? All his efibrts will be 
unavailing, unless they flow fprth from a sincere and 
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true heart. Further, amongst his own circle of friendfli 
and acquaintances, is he as earnest and urgent as he 
will be out of doors ? or does he shrink back, afraid 
to seem to meddle, afraid to exhort or to rebuke ? If 
others, standing farther ofiP from him, among his flock 
can say of him, " You see he does not observe these 
faults and shortcomings in his friend, he does not 
notice them in his intimate — so-and-so, he does not 
reprove him!" — Or, if they can cast in his teeth the 
faint influence which his own daily life and exhorta- 
tions exert over those more immediately brought in 
contact with him, then but little weight will his advice 
have among those living away from, or strangers to, 
his house ; little power to control will his life and 
daily conduct send out upon those who only see the 
issue and event ; cannot tell, may be, all the unsuccess- 
ful efforts and endeavours. 

Now the machinery which seems best adapted to 
the keeping up the tension which is so happily pro- 
duced both in Priest and People by preparation for 
Conflrmation, is that of the Communion Classes. The 
name is a poor and unsatisfactory one, sharing with 
^ Bible Class' a certain unsuitableness and want of at- 
tractiveness. But very plain and clear is the object of 
such a class ; it is Prayer, Meditation and Special 
Preparation ; the calling out into life serious thoughts, 
and the making ordinary work and plan of life to 
pause, for the admission to it of the glorious blessing 
of the Sacrament. 

Naturally — a Communion Class is a going on and 
keeping up of the Confirmation classes, and herefrom 
it should derive much of its strength and vigour. But 
many, in every parish, there must be who have come 
into the place adults, or who have been brought up 
elsewhere. For these it will be necessary, most likely, to 
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form classes de novo. While many there are who per- 
haps will have neglected and avoided coming, while 
younger ; but who, as time has passed on, and they 
have grown more sober and steady, would really be 
glad of such opportunities to retrieve the past. The 
classes formed for such as these will require more care, 
and thought, and deliberation than the others, and at 
the same time the actual knowledge of the individuals 
being much less, there will be more difficulty in making 
influence felt, or in bringing home to them the advice, 
and instruction, and warning given. 

Another great difficulty attending CommunionClasses 
will be found in sorting and arranging them. Variety 
of impressiveness, and variety of seriousness, and then 
again variety of inteUect, will compel a somewhat ela- 
borate and very careful classiflcation, like a school 
class. The most earnest are sometimes the most simple, 
and least open to higher flights of meditation and 
thought; the most impressible sometimes the most 
ignorant; while those whom mental ability and capacity 
enable easily to grasp great truths, — to apprehend at 
once the circumstance and surrounding of their own 
lives, — are so soon captured by the scope which the 
world's applause and approbation oflers to their abilities, 
that they give but a half-service to God ; — ^and there- 
fore do not throw their whole selves into such holier 
meditations and devotional exercises. To them heaven 
seems an afterthought ; they make light of it now : 
the life with Jesus is something secondary to the life 
for self: if there be half even of the reality in it which 
religious people pretend there is, they will, at least, 
put ofl* the consideration of it till a more convenient 
season !

N compiling tbe following Manual, the 
author had in view a Class composed 
either of males or females, earnest, anx- 
ious, fairly informed; above all im- 
pressed with the solemnity and seriousness 
of the objects contemplated by such meetings, and with 
the benefit to be derived from them. As has been 
said, the difficulty will be found most great, (where 
the members of the congregation are large,) in the 
arranging such classes, so that each member of them 
shall be on the same footing. Sincerity, not intellectual 
power, will always be the best standard in the long 
run. In many cases, however, the meditations sug- 
gested will be set too high, — not perhaps in their subject 
matter for the calm and happy devotion of the really 
simple mind, but in their style too elevated for the in- 
tellect to comprehend. Still it is hoped that — carefully 
as they have been selected — they may not prove alto- 
gether useless, but may serve, at least, as the framework 
for simpler and less elaborate compositions, and so save 
the Parish Priest the searching far and near for more 
fitting pieces, &;c. Again, in many cases, specially in 
country parishes where something more tangible and 
more material is likely to fix itself on minds unsharp- 
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ened by contact with the world, and where religion 
left to itself has a tendency to become objective rather 
than subjective, it will be observed that the attention 
will soon weary : it will not be held or fixed by that 
which is purely contemplative. There will be a craving, 
for examples, for personality, on which to centre, to feed, 
as it were. The reading short lives of the Apostles, 
Martyrs, Saints, will be found for such cases exceed- 
ingly useful. And if such lives are well chosen and 
popularly adapted, they may train and mould the mind 
and shape the daily life as effectually; and perhaps 
bring them on into that state which seems safer and 
more real, when — nothing interposed — the gaze is 
never drawn down from God to things earthly. 

It may be well to state clearly the system on which 
such meetings are supposed to be held, — though no sys- 
tem and no regulations should be allowed to appear or 
press through into view, lest coldness and formality 
creep in. System should be kept quite in the back- 
ground; and, while any violation of it should be 
carefully corrected by private advice and direction, it 
should never (by anything approaching to public 
censure) be suggested to those attending the meetings 
that their conduct or their propriety of behaviour is at 
all a matter of fear or anxiety to the Priest. 

Friday is the day which seems most fit and suitable, 
and most convenient in the week. Apart from the more 
solemn thoughts which always gather round this day, 
it is the threshold only of the end of the week. Sa- 
turday for most people is crowded with home duties ; 
k is full of world work and labour and providings ; 
though of course every sincere communicant will manage 
to reserve even part of this day, the Eve of Commu- 
nion, for quiet thought, private meditation, self-exami- 
nation, and prayer. One great object of Communion 
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Classes is gained if they give direction to Private Medi- 
tation, and serve as a source and fountain of suggestions 
for use in the closet. That which is heard publicly 
must be applied by the individual while quietiy and 
alone he is examining the past, searching out his idols, 
and closely scrutinizing the defects, and imperfections, 
and wants, and necessities, of his life and character* 
Earlier in the week would seem to take away some- 
thing from the importance of the connection between 
the preparation for, and the partaking of, the blessing. 
It is not prudent to keep the human heart or the affec- 
tions too much stretched, and naturally there will be 
some tension and excitement created by the prospect 
of Holy Communion and the consequent preparation 
for it. Oh, how much nearer we come then to the 
Blessed Jesus ! How great the blessing — even strength 
to have victory ! Refreshed by the sacred food we 
may go on our way confident of overcoming if only we 
have faith! Will not this excite, enkindle, ripple 
even the most calm and glassy surface? Earlier in 
the week the world would be apt to intrude, and undo 
the good begun ; the devil would have more time and 
opportunity to root up the seeds of good resolutions 
sown. 

The hour for meeting must, of course, be various, but 
let the employments and occupations of those who at- 
tend, not the leisure or convenience of the Priest, be 
the guide in this matter^ Again, let due regard be had 
to choosing a quiet time of day, when the noise, and 
confusion, and roughness of the crowded streets will not 
molest those who attend, either in coming or going. 
Whatever hour is fixed upon, let the strictest punctuality 
be observed. For himself, the Priest should devote 
the preceding hour to careful and prayerful meditation 
and study. Let him studiously, even dutifully, avoid 
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even the least appearance of hurry, or surprise, or inter- 
ruption. In this, as in all else, his example will ope- 
rate most powerfully on those brought in contact with 
him. Let those who are coming to him — -just touched, 
may be — the first rosy tint of morning on the cold- 
ness of night — by desire for better things than earth 
offers, feel that such solemn preparation is with him 
and to him a real concern ; and their own seriousness 
of disposition and bearing is sure to be increased and 
rendered more true and sincere. 

The place of meeting should be tidy and neatly ar- 
ranged. Such things seem small and trifling, and it 
may be deemed affected even to mention them, but they 
have an influence ; and when neglected their impor- 
tance at once makes itself perceptible. Nothing so 
chills and blights such meetings as a sense of unreadi- 
ness. If the Priest's house is always so unprepared 
that when the members of the class arrive they have 
to clear the chairs of books, or wait till more are 
brought in for their accommodation, their attendance 
will soon drop off, and they will be found in their 
manner and deportment listless and weary. 

Each class should be so regulated as to numbers, 
that the Priest may be able to individualize without 
seeming so to do ; and to observe well the bearing, the 
emotion, the amount of interest and attention of each 
one, widiout ever assuming the manner of a teacher to 
a school class. Every one should bring a Bible and 
Prayer-book with them. It is a very false shame, or 
else it is the result of coldness and indifference, which 
keeps people from carrying with them these books 
when they attend such gatherings^ at which it is certain 
they will be required for use. 

It is hoped that the course of proceeding at such 
meetings^ as suggested in this Manual^ may not 
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seem forced or tedious. — It is proposed to commenoe 
with one of the Prefaces. Often there may be no 
need of this ; they are adapted rather to cases (of which 
the Priest himself can alone judge) when the number 
of communicants is small for the extent of the parish, 
or their attendance irregular. The Preface which lays 
stress on manner and deportment will frequently be 
found of great use ; for it sometimes happens that con- 
stant attendance at the Lord's table wears off the hopeful 
bloom of proper reverence and gravity of manner. 

Beginning with the * Listen to the Beloved/ the 
prayers should be used according to their set form* 
Circumstances will of course arise which will suggest 
alterations and additions, these the Priest should care- 
fully consider beforehand, never giving too great pro- 
minence to individual wants and necessities. After 
Primal Prayers and the Proper Psalm (which is to be 
said alternately, verse by verse) should follow one of the 
* Scripture Lections,' read either in turn or by one or 
two in paragraphs. This the Priest should carefully 
explain, taking care to point out whatever bearing it 
may have towards the Eucharist. The * Special Lec- 
tion ' should come next, and as occasion may arise one 
of Uhe Cautions.' The 'Meditations' are only suggested 
and given as specimens; every Priest will have a 
store from his own reading : while oftentimes he will 
find it expedient to compose for himself what is suited 
to the individual cases before him. 

Stress should be laid on the * Special Warning.* In 
this way does it often happen that a fault, an omission, 
a negligence is brought home fresh to our memories ; 
like some strain of music, which — ^falling on the ear 
unexpected, far away in time and place, — will kindle 
again and revivify the past events of one's life ;— or, 
like some subtle perfume of flowers, or some revisiting 
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of once familiar scenes — to which belong the magician's 
powers of recalling to memory's life, what is gone, — 
vanished long since. 

The * Special Contemplations of our Blessed Lord ' 
may well be varied by others. Only the more pro- 
minent ones have been here noted. The Final Prayers 
as well as the Litanies are brought together from the 
same sources as the Primal Prayers ; they admit of 
the same alteration and re-arrangement. At their 
conclusion, any sudden rising from the knees, as though 
it were a good thing to have got it all over, is un- 
seemly; there should always be a pause of two or 
three minutes for the Private and Special prayer of 
each one present. 

Of course every parish, every congregation, will 
suggest to the Priest peculiar combinations. Every 
sheep of his flock, every lamb, will give him fresh and 
differing insight into the nature of the human heart ; 
and for this variety he must diligently adapt himself. 
Herein consists the labour of the true Priest of the 
faithful Shepherd. A Manual such as this can only 
make suggestions, and this too but in outline and for 
the more ordinary cases. He will often come across 
that more earthly and worldlike devotion which be- 
longed to the great warriors from the Northern nations, 
who would have prevented by their valour the Jesus' 
death ; let him not shrink from this. It is not, as 
some imagine, so very far removed from the calmer 
meditations and more saintly purpose of the cell and 
the cloister. Though it grate somewhat on the refine- 
ment of a highly cultivated mind ; though it seem to 
have almost a tone of burlesque and mockery in it, 
there is herein and herewith a practicality, an every- 
dayness, which higher aspirations sometimes lack. He 
will often meet a devotion humble and uncouth in 
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its garb, almost rough and unseemly; led gently, 
patiently drawn out, he will find it honest, true, good, 
and serviceable, though it be homespun. Let him not 
check, or damp, or pass by either. Each leaf growing 
with all its energy, filling thoroughly its proper place 
— ^it is this which makes the glorious green of the 
forest. Each tiny com of wheat, well grown, fully 
developed, fitly ripened — it is this which makes the 
fields so white to the harvest. Each little life — how- 
ever humble, however insignificant, O ye Priests, — well 
lived, truly, honestly spent, shall be a jewel in our 
Master's crown ; yet one more ! Is not this worth 
striving for ? and we ourselves hereon working, all life 
long (fitting ourselves in like manner), shall in 
God's mercy be reckoned also among those jewels ! 

With much diffidence is this Manual sent forth. By 
chance it may fall into the hands of those of the com- 
piler's brethren far more able, more fitted by the sanc-^ 
tity and devotion of their lives to have undertaken such 
a work ; if so, he asks their indulgence, and prays 
that it may induce them to supply his deficiencies 
themselves. The compiler has felt that it is careless- 
ness and neglect of this Sacrament which makes ship- 
wreck of multitudes of souls. While it is ignorance of 
its deep mystery and solemnity which exhibits so many 
indifierent, negligent, listless, when they come, for 
propriety's sake, to receive it. 

To think that this bread is His Body, to kijow that 
this wine is His Blood, — to him who faithfully receives 
it ; and then that he who eateth this Bread shall live 
for ever ! To think that so eating and drinking we do 
make Him part of ourselves ;— even as the food, taken 
for bodily sustenance, becomes in a marvellous manner 
part and parcel of that which it sustains — blending^ 
mingling with, and so adding to that which has been 
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wasted ; — Him indeed, Who is alive for evennore ! To 
think that there, as we kneel, there as we receive the 
Bread and Wine, — the world all around us, its work 
and its business tiding up quite near (yet able to come 
no nearer, kept back by the barrier of our faith and 
devotion)— we do handle, touch, receive, something 
of Eternity, something of God, something of that which 
is unseen to mortal eyes. To think that there we 
drink in Everlasting Life, and there we eat of that which 
shall spread forth in us holiness and purity, make us 
perfect, even as the Father in heaven is perfect. Oh, 
what is it that we cannot forego — of the world and of 
this present, save this ! Urge your people, O ambas- 
sador of Christ, urge them to come — are they not 
athirst ? let them come to these waters moneyless : 
come to buy and eat ; come to buy wine and milk, 
without money and without price. Have they not 
souls to be saved — ^ignorant, thoughtless ? Yet to be 
saved — for they are redeemed, they have been died for ! 
What else will you oflPer them ? What else can you tell 
them of? Can you say that there is any other way of 
Life? Can you bid them think of Heaven, which consists 
only in union with Jesus, unless here they be joined 
with Him by eating His Body and drinking His 
Blood ? Shirk your work, suflPer false impressions to 
form themselves on their minds, leave them to live and 
to die in the thought that God's mercy has left some 
other door, some other way of salvation, more easy, 
less mysterious, — more material, less requiring of faith ; 
and at the last day their blood shall cry out, false 
shepherd, against you from the ground ! 

O bid them come, and come often ! The greater 
their sin, the more intense their frailty and weakness, 
the greater their need. Stop them in the highday of 
their health and enjoyment ; stop them as you see them 
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now in the luxurious meshes of the world's net — that 
net of enchantment which will become a snare and 
delusion. Pi*otest against their folly^ while to the world 
it seems wisdom. Protest against their slothfulness, 
while the world is pronouncing them industrious^ hard 
working. Protest against their lukewarmness and 
apathy, while their neighbours laud their zeal and 
earnestness. Protest against their halting, half service, 
while they are satisfying themselves tihat they do a 
very great deal. Protest — bid them humble them- 
selves, — look to their blindness, their lameness ; look 
closely, the disease of sin, a very leprosy, is creeping 
over their souls ! 

Bid them come — ^but make them ready. Minister, 
servant of the Most High (by thine Ordination vows, 
by thy setting apart, by that name thou bearest, — 
Priest), make them ready. Whoso eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh at thy hands — if thou 
hast neglected thy work — not Life, — but judgment, con- 
demnation. With every effort, with every earnestness, 
with every energy thereto strained, make them ready. 
Glorious charge ! to you it is given to catch men, to 
win them from Satan to God. — Glorious charge, to 
you it is given to work indeed in the vineyard. Yet 
tremble, lest the weeds grow above thy work ; choke 
all the good seed, make all thy labour profitless* 
Tremble, lest thou shalt have failed to put before those 
souls whom thou hast to tend — that portion of the flock 
which is specially thy charge — this mighty truth, which 
no time can alter, no human sophistry overturn, no 
party spirit nullify, no subtilty of argument remove : — 
" Verily, verily, I say unto you, except you eat the 
Flesh of the Son of Man, and drink His Blood, ye 
have no life in you !" 

If to any there shall seem to be in these pages too 
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mu(;h e^tation of the blessed Sacrament, let tbem 
refer to the writings of the early Fathers : to St. Cyril 
for instance. There were days when from the habit 
of faithlessly piecing things heavenly with worldly 
views of prudence and policy, the author thought but 
lightly and negligently on this matter ; he thanks 
God that these days are passing away; he feels 
nearer to a childlike faith; he feels less anxious to 
know all, here below ; he feels more really how finite 
are human powers of mind and intellect. — Finite, be- 
cause tainted still with sin, because still in corruption 
and mortality tabernacled. Words must fail, must ever 
be inadequate to express the meaning of those mighty 
Mysteries which here we contemplate. And men who 
lean on words shall ever stumble and fall. To tell it 
out — the real Presence in the Sacrament ; to tell it out 
— that that bread, and that wine (miracle more mar- 
vellous than the increase of the five loaves and few 
fishes, more marvellous than the feeding and sustenta- 
tion in the old time of the great host in the wilderness 
for forty years) become for the faithful, the Saviour's 
Body and Blood, may stagsrer some, may frighten 
and appal some ! What awful thought ! and yet is it 
more awful than the knowledge of God's unceasing, 
unvarying gaze upon us ! Awful thoughts indeed 
crowd upon the mind. As the beloved Apostle sank 
down like one dead before the Beatific Vision, so do 
our powers and faculties now, in the presence of Him, 
who was dead and is alive for evermore, in this Sacra- 
ment ! 

Yet why should they be more awful now ? God 
the Holy Ghost is as present at Baptism or at Confir- 
mation ; He descends as surely with the water which 
purifies and washes away from all sin ! — Why should 
they be fearful ? Perfect love casteth out fear ! Oh, if

they be such, at all terrifying — aught more than kin* 
dling reverential awe — ^it must be because we have our- 
selves crucified the Son of God afresh j driven new 
nails into His dear hands and feet ; pierced again His 
tender side ! Surely such thoughts shall be trans- 
formed to joy and peace, as we press with our lips that 
bread and wine, knowing with all our powers of com- 
prehension (these hallowed by our faith) that so— • 
even in His very Body and Blood — He wills to dwell 
in us and take up His abode within us. 

If to any it shall seem that such exaltation savours 
of the Roman Church, let them not forget that amidst 
her errors lies real and ffolden truth, which we do hold 
^th her. If, as we ifope and p4y, there is to be 
union between us once again, let us not go to work by 
declaring her doctrine to be all erroneous : but let us 
dispassionately examine and test what she teaches: 
and when, beneath the flimsy drapery which has been 
imposed, we discover the bright truth of the Gospel's 
teaching, let us not neglect to correct thereby any 
errors which may have crept in amongst ourselves. 
If any draw back iti amazement from words which urge 
them to believe — as children — that, what the Saviour 
said, He meant ; that what He declared His inestimable 
gifl, He really gave ; even His Body and His Blood to 
be indeed eaten and drunk by the hungry and thirsty 
soul ; His very Body, His very Blood, though veiled 
from outward gaze beneath this veil of earthy perish- 
able elements : may God in His own great mercy bear 
with them yet a while longer ! May they come yet to 
feel the Jesus* Presence in the Sacrament. May they 
come yet to know it something more than strengthen- 
ing and refreshing : — these are but cold terms to express 
the Life, new Life, glorious Life, heavenly Life, which 
He gives us here by His Body and His Blood, 
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May some day dawn on a Catholic doctrine on the 
Eucharist ! May some day the voice of ridicule and 
scorn be drowned in the devoutness of all, in the eager- 
ness of all labouring for the meat that perisheth not, 
again and for ever renewed with miracled increase, even 
His Body and Blood. 

As has been said, this Manual is but a compilation 
—a bringing together of the thoughts and expressions 
of others. It is a mozaic of beautiful marbles. To 
most it will be at once apparent that whole trains of 
thought have been adapted, where the actual words used 
in the originals do not appear. Those familiar with the 
writings of Carter, Faber, Manning, Newman, Troyte, 
Butler, Scudamore, Trench, Robertson, Maurice, among 
modems, will easily see how invaluable has been the 
assistance they have unwillingly rendered. In the 
selection of collects, Bright's collection of " Ancient 
Collects" has been generally used. And in this collec- 
tion the Sacramentaries of Leo the Great, Gelasius the 
First, and Gregory the Great, to which we owe so 
many of the prayers and collects in our own liturgy, 
have been the great sources. The Mozarabic (Arabic 
by adoption) or ancient Spanish Missal and Breviary, 
a form of the third great type of liturgy, — the Ephesine, 
or St. John's, — are another source, besides the litur- 
gies of the Eastern Churches. It is needless to acknow- 
ledge how much has been borrowed from the older 
books of devotion. The works of Bishop Andrews and 
Thomas k Kempis are so well known that the quotations 
and adaptations from them will be quite familiar. 
Bishop Wilson's works have been freely used ; as also 
those invaluable guide-books "Daily Steps towards 
Heaven/' and " Steps to the Altar." Equally needless 
is it to say that the writings of the Fathers have, as 
they will ever be, it is to be hoped, been duly 
searched for guidance and instruction*

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PREFACES. 

It may he well to read one of these Prefaces always before the 
Primal Prayers, Their special hearing will he seen at a 
glance. Oftentimes^ too, it may he advisable to read the Ex- 
hortations of the Prayer-hook, or parts of them : enlarging 
on any portion seeming to bear upon points which it may be 
desirable to bring specially home to the members of the Class. 

I. 

EAR brethren, it is my duty and my 
office earnestly to exhort you to attend 
at the Holy Supper of the Lord. To 
communicate is the privilege and the duty 
of every Christian. It is meant, not for 
one class, but for all. 

Now false impressions gather round and cling to 
many minds on this subject. I would warn you that 
none can eat and drink damnation to themselves — that 
iS) that none can so eat and drink the consecrated 
Bread and Wine as to bring down on themselves God's 
judgments, instead of His blessings, except the wantonly 
careless, or the wilfully profane. All, on the other 
hand, who habitually stay away, commit each sepa- 
rate time a separate sin. The mournful probability of 
our falling into after sins of infirmity is no reason why 
we should absent ourselves, and so increase the dan- 
ger, while we diminish the power of Resistance. Our 
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Lord and Master, He who knows what is best for us, 
all our needs, and wants and necessities (as we so 
often say in our prayers to Him) has bidden aU 
attend, — the weak, the trembling, the faint-hearted. 
Could He, who so loved men as to shed His precious 
Blood for them, — could He intend in this blessed invi- 
tation a trap for weak believers, a snare for tender con- 
sciences ! Nothing but the wilful practice of knonm 
and habitual sin can turn that holy food into poison, 
and so be a sufficient reason for abstaining from it. 

Then think calmly, fully, of the loss which men 
incur by passing on themselves thus, a needless sen- 
tence of voluntary excommunication ! As in the Holy 
Eucharist, more than in any other way, is the death of 
our Master showed forth, "until He come;" so cer- 
tainly by ity more than by any other means, is com- 
munion with our only Saviour to be gained, and those 
gifts of grace secured, whereby alone we can forsake 
sin or grow in holiness of life. Let every doubtful 
soul weigh well this thought : Whither shall it go for 
pardon for the past, for grace for the future, save unto 
the Lord Jesus ? and where shall it go by a straighter 
or a surer road than by that which He hath here pro- 
vided ? In every such case, no doubt, there must be 
a struggle ; the sense of guilt would always drive us 
from our Lord ; but is not this to be driven to perdi- 
tion ? and is there not here His gracious voice bidding 
us to come ? " Were it not so," these are the words 
of a very good and pious man, St. Bernard, " what 
should I do when I heard the Lord's approach— -should 
I not fly as Adam did, who fled from His face, and 
yet escaped not ? Should I not despair, when I heard 
that He was coming — ^Whose law I have so broken, 
Whose patience I have so abused, to Whose kindness I 
have proved so oft ungrateful ? But what stay coul^^^ 
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be greater than that of His own word of consolation ? 
Wherefore He says Himself that * the Son came not 
to condemn the world, but that the world through 
Him might be saved.' Now, then, I draw near with 
confidence, I pray with filial trust ; for why should I 
fear when the Saviour hath come into my house? 
Against Him only have I sinned ; what he hath par- 
doned needs must be forgiven, * Who shall lay any 
thing to the charge of God's elect?' " 

Nor need the harassing remains of sins, so that we 
really and truly strive against them, keep us from 
our remedy. Here it is that we are in a special man- 
ner and after a heavenly sort to be made one with 
Christ our Lord, and to receive therefore of Sis 
strength. The very provision of so great a medicine 
may assure us of our cure, for " no wise physician 
would consume his costliest drugs upon a hopeless 
case ;" and if we refuse the remedy, how can we escape 
the sentence of the slothful servant? Surely the 
Christian man, who lets his fear of offending keep him 
from the holy table, fills up, more than any one beside, 
that fearful character. Surely, above all men, he de- 
clares that he " knew his Lord to be a hard man, 
reaping where He had not sowed ;" and that therefore 
** he was afraid, and went and digged in the earth," to 
hide the talent wherewith he had been entrusted.—

DEAR brethren, it is my duty to warn you not to 
think lightly of the Holy Eucharist, or to ima- 
gine that coming to the Holy Table is all a cold formality. 
Means, indeed, are nothing in themselves, but they are 
the way to God ; and as we have no right to choose 
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some and neglect others — to hope, for instance, that 
prayer, or meditation, or God's word, can be blessed 
to him who refuses communion, — so, if we did choose, 
what could we choose before the holy feast ? This surely 
and Christian Baptism bear a peculiar character 
amongst the other means of grace. Is it not in an 
especial sense the Christian's privilege ? Is it not the 
aptest showing forth of the Lord's death, the meetest 
instrument for our communion with Him ? It were 
no true Sacrament if there were not in it greater bles- 
sings than in any of the ordinary means and opportu- 
nities of grace which men may at their will appoint, or 
at their discretion intermit. How, otherwise, would 
it differ from times of especial devotion, from seasons 
of especial prayer ? And if it differs not, what is its es- 
sence as a Sacrament ? However nearly its very nature 
has been overthrown in the idolatrous abuse to which 
some pervert it, let not Christian men fall into another 
error, and degrade into a mere commemorative 
rite that which Christ hath given them for a higher 
purpose. " For we take not Baptism, nor the Eucha- 
rist" (these are the words of Hooker) " for bare resem- 
blances or memorials of things absent, neither for 
naked signs and testimonies, assuring us of grace re- 
ceived before, but (as they are indeed and in verity) 
for means effectual, whereby God, when we take the 
Sacrament, delivereth into our hands that grace avail- 
able unto eternal life, which grace the Sacraments repre- 
sent or signify. — We receive Christ Jesus in the 
Eucharist often, as being, by continued degrees, the 
finisher of our life ; — we receive Him, imparting therein 
Himself." Let no man, therefore, hope to maintain 
within himself the inner life of piety whilst he neglects 
these evident means of sustaining it ; for " it is not 
ordinarily God's will to bestow the grace of sacraments 
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on any^ but by the Sacraments." It is by them that 
Christ " deriveth unto every several member of His 
Church that saving grace which He originally is." 
The true guard against formalily is no undervaluing of 
sacraments ; it is the continual remembrance that the 
" grace which men receive by them^ they receive it 
from God, and not from them. For that of sacra- 
ments, the very same is true which Solomon's wisdom 
observeth in the brazen serpent: 'He that turned 
towards it was not healed by the thing that he saw, 
but by Thee, O Saviour of 9l\V ''—{After S. Wil-

III. 

DEAR brethren, I desire to say a few words, by 
way of warning, to those of you who hesitate 
to come to the Lord's Table because you have not had 
time or opportunity, or else have failed to avail your- 
self of such, '^ to go through a regular and systematic 
course of preparation." 

It is not always needful to go through a long course 
of preparation before partaking of the Eucharist ; on 
the contrary, the Christian man should always be ready 
to approach it, nor ever turn away, merely because he 
has no such peculiar opportunity of leisure. Happy 
those that can command it ! What time can be laid out 
to better purpose, or gather in a richer harvest ? The 
gifts of God, indeed, are poured upon us freely ; but, 
as His ordinary rule, it is those who seek that find. 
He that has truly watched and prayed, that has cleansed 
his soul with an unfeigned humiliation, and trimmed 
the fires of love and zeal and devotion, before he drew 
near to the Holy Table, may expect, of God's mercy, to 
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find the greatest refreshment there, to enjoy the near- 
est communion with his Lord and Saviour, and to go 
away the most enriched with grace. ** To him that 
hath shall be given," and though we can by prayer 
and labour earn nothing for ourselves, we must pray 
and labour, if we would receive anything from Him. 
And those who do thus labour shall receive. They 
may not indeed at the time perceive their own inward 
profiting. It may be that Gocl may try their faith, 
by suffering them for a while to lack the present re- 
freshment of sensible joy ; but not a whit the less 
certain is their gain. We must not judge of the pre- 
sence or the absence of God's most Holy Spirit by the 
ebb or flowing of our own ever-shifting tide of feeling. 
We must not strive to work up ourselves to that joy 
which we desire. This were indeed to " walk by 
sight ; " — and our new life is " to be hid with Christ 
in God." We have the sure words of Christ; let 
them sink into our hearts ; let us only believe : 
" Whoso eateth My Flesh, and drinketh My Blood, 
hath eternal life, and I will raise him up at the last 
day. For My Flesh is meat indeed, and My Blood is 
drink indeed !" 



IV. 

DEAR brethren, I very much desire to caution 
you against even external irreverence and ap- 
pearance of carelessness when you come to receive the 
Bread and Wine, so blessed, so beneficial, at the Table 
of our Lord. I am, therefore, going to read to you a 
passage from the catechetical lectures of St. Cyril, 
addressed to persons recently baptized. These lectures 
were delivered in the year of our Lord 347 or 348, in 
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the church raised over the spot made sacred by our 
Lord's death, and burial, and resurrection. Of course 
you will notice a difference in the service and in tlie 
manners and customs of the times, as exhibited in the 
directions to the communicants. The exact ritual of 
the few first centuries, modelled doubtless on that of 
the primitive times, has been lost to us in its entirety, 
partly by men's carelessness, and partly by their super- 
stitious glosses and additions. 

Having described the different parts of this great 
service, and having shown what emotions of mind it 
should kindle, St. Cyril proceeds to the more special 
and individual parts of the service. " Approaching 
therefore, come not with thy wrists extended, or thy 
fingers open ; but make thy left hand as if a throne 
for thy right, which is on the eve of receiving the 
King. And having hallowed thy palm, receive the 
body of Christ, saying after it, *Amen.' Then after thou 
hast with carefulness hallowed thine eyes by the touch 
of the Holy Body, partake thereof; giving heed lest 
thou lose any of it ; for what thou losest is a loss to 
thee as it were from one of thine own members. For 
tell me, if any one gave thee gold dust, wouldest thou 
not with all precaution keep it fast, being on thy guard 
against losing any of it, and suffering loss ? How 
much more cautiously then wilt thou observe that not 
a crumb falls from thee, of what is more precious than 
gold and precious stones. 

*' Then after having partaken of the Body of Christ, 
approach also to the cup of His Blood ; not stretching 
forth thine hand, — but bending, and saying in the way 
of worship and reverence, 'Amen,' be thou hallowed by 
partaking also of the Blood of Christ. And while the 
moisture is still upon thy lips, touching it with thine 
hands, hallow both thine eyes and brow and the other 
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senses. Then wait for the prayer, and give thanks 
unto God, who hath accounted Thee worthy of so gi'eat 
mysteries." 

What words could better tell us, or more forcibly, 
what our conduct and comportment ought to be. — Oh, 
draw near with faith, but in all reverence and all 
humility, to receive this Holy Sacrament to your com- 
fort, that you may go on your way indeed rejoicing !

And grant that, while we contemplate the ex- 
ceeding greatness of that love which has wrought for 
us Redemption, we may come fully to know what 
mighty need we have, in our misery and sinfulness 
here below, of Thine abiding presence always : for the 
sake of Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 

LORD, we confess and bewail our sins. We 
acknowledge our utter unworthiness to present 
ourselves at Thine Altar. We pray Thee to give us 
true repentance. By reason of our many and grievous 
sins against Thy Will and Word, especially since the 
last solemn time of our humiliation and confession at 
Holy Communion, we might most justly have been cut 
off in the midst of our days, but in the multitude of 
Thy mercies Thou hast spared us. 

Therefore, O Lord, we pray Thee to accept our un- 
feigned sorrow for our past transgressions ; and grant 
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that Thy long-suffering and forbearance may lead us 
to thorough amendment of our sinfiil lives^ and obtain 
for us perfect pardon at the last day^ through the merits 
of Thy blessed Son^ Jesus Christ Amen. 

The LortTs Prayer,—"' Our Father, &c." 

Then the Priest is to say alone the Collect for the day and the 
Collect for the approaching Sunday. 

Supplementary Collects suitable — Collect for Fourth Sunday 
after the Epiphany, for Second Sunday after Easter, for 
Fourth or Sixth Sunday after Trinity, 

After the Prayers are ended is to he said the Proper Psalm, 
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FINAL PRAYERS. 

It is intended that this Form of Prayer should he used at the 
close of each meeting.

The Season urges us to a Proper Imitation of Christ :

CONTEMPLATE Jesus as " the Lamb of God, 
that taketh away the sin of the world ! " It is 
He who has wrought reconciliation, not merely of man 
to God, but of God to man. For remember the love 
of God could not have gone forth upon the children of 
men in its highest forms, in those of forgiveness, 
acceptance, renewal, if this had not found place ; if He 
had not made peace by the blood of His Cross. Oh, 
if there is one who with many capacities for a nobler 
and a purer life, and many calls thereto, has yet suf- 
fered himself to be entangled in youthful lusts, has 
stained himself with these, and then afler awhile 
awakens, or rather is awakened by the good Spirit of 
God, to ask himself " What have I done ? " How fares 
it with him at the retrospect then, when he, not wholly 
laid waste in spirit, is made to possess (oh, fearful 
possession !) the sins of his youth ! Like a stricken 
deer, though none others be conaciouB of his wound. 
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he wanders away from his fellows. All purity comes 
to him with a shock of pain, for it wakens up in him 
by contrast a livelier sense of what he is, and what, as 
it seems, he must ever be ; it reminds him of a Para- 
dise for ever lost, the angel of God's anger guarding 
with a fiery sword its entrance against him. He tries 
by a thousand devices to still, or, at least, to deaden 
the undying pain of his spirit. What is this word sin, 
that it should torment him so ? He will tear away 
the conscience of it. No ; he can tear away his own 
flesh, but he cannot tear away that. Go where he 
may, he still carries with him the barbed shaft which 
has pierced him. The arrow which drinks up his 
spirit, there is no sovereign dittany which will cause 
it to drop from his side — none, that is, which grows 
on earth ; but there is, which grows in heaven, and in 
the Church of Christ, the heavenly enclosure here. 
Yes, indeed, he may find peace and healing, though he 
carry the scars of the self-inflicted wounds to the grave 
— when he has learned by Faith to look on Him, " the 
Lamb of God, that taketh away the sin of the world." 
-^{after Trench.)

In truth, not the 
hammer and the nails, not the hands of the Roman 
soldiers, crucified Him, hut we ourselves ; and the pain, 
and the agony, and the death-struggle are continuous 
UDtil our sins, all sin, shall cease. Meditate on sin, 
pride, vanity, anger, lust, worldliness, self-love, ill- 
temper, falsehood, insincerity, indifierence ! Meditate 
on the lesser sins ! Inward self-exalting, love of ap- 
plause, ambition, impurity of thought, malice, frivolity 
of life ! Meditate on secret sins which the world 
knows not, cannot know ! These are making flow 
forth that precious life-blood ! 



" ^ I ^HE chief guilt of sin is its ingratitude, the un- 
JL thankfulness of heart which endures to act over 
again the Passion of our Redeemer. The very instincts 
of nature would shrink from such unfeeling hardness. 
Let us but put it to ourselves ; let us call to mind the 
sufierings of any one whom we have loved and tended 
in pain ; the sights and the sounds of those dark hours 
in which we saw them bowing under the burden of 
mortal agony — all these things are fixed in our souls 
as thorns which can never be plucked out. Every 
remembrance of them pierces to the quick ; even 
sudden and transient recollections thrill through us. 
The visions of sorrow which a tone or a strain of 
music, or the first light of morning, waken in our 
memories, break up fountains of tears, and make our 
hearts to flow with emotion.

He was always near : though 
not always visible, yet was He always seen : for the 
sustained consciousness of loving spirits saw Him at 
|dl times by the vision of faith. He was, as it were, 
always meeting them and saying " All hail ! " always 
standing in the midst, breathing on them and speaking 
peace ; always making their hearts to burn, and their 
understandings to break forth with new lights of truth. 
Jesus is near, Jesus is with us, shall we not catch up 
into our lives something of His life, of His character ? 
Think of His sanctity and pureness, of His lowliness 
and patience, His meekness and tenderness. His love 
and sympathy. Try to love and adore His perfection. 
So doing His presence will become nearer — your vision 
of Him will become clear and unclouded.

In this is expressed the familiar and intimate know- 
ledge He has of our most hidden and secret condition 
of heart, of our joys, sorrows, losses, desires, fears, and 
hopes, of all our varying moods of mind, and all that 
makes up our very selves. He knows all, as we 
know those nearest and most beloved, and far more 
intimately still, by the Divine intuition of His eyes 
which pierce into our inmost depths : all the complex 
mystery of our spiritual being, all our secret motions 
of will, our daily sorrows, fears, and thoughts, are seen 
and read by the unerring gaze of our Divine Lord. 

" Whatsoever, therefore, befall us, let us say, * It is 
He. It is the voice of the good Shepherd. It is His rod 
and His staff which smite and comfort me. It is the 
work of One that loves me above measure and cares 
for me with a sleepless providence. ^ The Lord is my 
Shepherd, therefore can I lack nothing.' This will 
convert all things into revelations of His nearness 
and of His compassion. If it be disappointment, per- 
haps we were too bold and confident, and there were 
in our course pitfalls and death. If it be sickness, we 
were getting to be self-trusting, self-sufficing, uncon- 
scious of weakness, averse from humiliations. If it be 
long anxieties, perhaps we were settling down in this 
life with too full a rest. If our long anxieties have 
shaped themselves at length into the realities of sorrow, 
it was that we needed this for our very life; that 
nothing less would work in us His will and our sal- 
ratjon; that the keen edge must come, or we must 
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perish. Let us thus learn to taste and to Sjee that He 
is with us — ^that all things which befall us are just such 
as our truest friend would desire and do for our good. 
They are His doing, and that is enough ! '' — Man- 
ning.

Contemplate Jesus as the Good Shepherd. 

The Shepherd will keep and protect His sheep from 
the world, the flesh, and the devil. He goes before, 
leading them in the way to the green and pleasant 
pastures. If they go astray it is their own fault, not 
the Shepherd's. The Shepherd knows His sheep — 
knows all their trials, sorrows, and troubles; knows 
them individually while He knows all things. His 
sheep hear His voice and follow Him. Do we hearken 
to His voice, contradicting our evil wills ? Do we 
thankfully and contentedly follow Him even to sick- 
ness, sorrow, sadness, trouble ? — See Him, He gathers 
the lambs with His arms ; He carries them in His 
bosom ; He gently leads those that are with young.

another thing in another place, repenting here, giving 
thanks there, and so on? — does it, I say, seem a 
formal, tiresome, exaggerated carefulness of behaviour 
at a church service — ^the deportment and conduct 
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required of those who come to receive the blessed Sacra- 
ment ? Why, is it a more minute, a more scrupulous 
exactness of behaviour than we should expect to be 
demanded of us if we went to the court of a king or 
queen ? Formal ! O how much mischief does that 
hard word do to real spirituality ! O how many 
thousands use it without knowing what they mean by 
it ! O ye angels and archangels, how are ye wholly 
given to forms, by day and by night incessantly 
crying the same short cry of * Holy, Holy, Holy,' — 
incessantly offering up the same form of thanksgiving ! 
And ye cherubim and seraphim, why that eternal 
folding of your wings, that formal hiding of your 
hands, that continual lifting-up of wheels ? — how are 
ye too given up to heavenly postures and to heavenly 
forms ! Ah ! what the angels and archangels, the 
cherubim and seraphim, feel not as a reproach, why 
need we feel as though it were a reproach to us? 
Remember all the prayers at Communion are ad- 
dressed to God the Father, because we are com- 
memorating the sweet sacrifice of His dear Son ! Ah, 
then, what a thought is this ! Our altar service is a 
form ! There is a place — it is not a church on earth 
—there is a place where all day and all night there is 
a Priest who offers up His passion to His Father, 
keeps His cross before His Father's eye, keeps lifting 
it and lifting it, ever, ever, ever — the same passion, 
the same cross ! Oh, it is a sweet form, for it wins us 
on earth new compassions every day ; it is a sweet 
form — ^it is what we do in a real, however far-off, 
measure in the blessed Sacrament. Shall we tire then 
of our altar form ? Ah, if He should tire of that form 
above, who thrice prayed that the cup might pass from 
Him ! And why prayed He thus but to teach us to 
persevere untiringly ? I would we were in that Church 

F 
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— ^not an earthly one — where this form is ever offered : 
I would we were this hour present at that form ! O 
how spacious is that church ! and the altar how won- 
derful ! and how sweetly the choir sing there ! and 
how brightly are the angels dressed there ! and how 
the palms of the martyrs wave there ! and how the 
crowns of the saints shine there ! and the beautiful 
troops of the virgins gather there more thickly year 
by year! and the Priest is Jesus, Mary's Son!" — 
{From Faber.) 

The Season urges us to watchfulness : 

Are we ready ? Do we stand with our loins girded, 
our staves in our hands, as those who wait for their 
Lord?

** /^P ourselves, in the mere strength of our own 
V-/ nature and our own will, we cannot overcome 
any single lust of our flesh, or resist the pressure of 
this world's allurements. We are not sufficient for 
these things ; but our sufficiency is of God. Holy 
Scripture does not assume that our nature could exert 
such power within itself. It tells us of the Spirit 
within us, putting forth His supernatural strength. 
* If ye through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live.' {Rom, viii. 13.) It is done in 
us, and we, outwardly, are the agents ; but it is done 
by the Spirit : it is the power of God inwardly work- 
ing through us. Even more strongly still is the efibrt 
of mortification attributed to the Holy Ghost dwelling 
in us. ' The flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh, and diese are contrary the one 
to the other ; so that ye should not do the things that 
ye would.' {Oal. v. 17.) He constrains the flesh, 
hinders its action, and subdues it. He exerts within 
us creative power. In our feebleness His Almighty 
influence works. It is as we cast ourselves on the un- 
seen God within us, that we are strong. He Who led 
Christ into the wilderness to be tempted, is with us in 
our hour of temptation. He it is Who receives of the 
things of Christ, and shows them unto us. He will 
Himself transform the flesh within us. He will 
quicken us, that the same mind which is in Christ may 
be formed within us : that, dying unto the world, we 
may live unto Him : that we may live no longer unto 
ourselves, but unto Him Who died for us, and rose 
again."— Cartbr, Lenten LectuTeS)\^l^« 
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JESUS has " ascended up on high." He has " led 
captivity captive;" He " has received gifts for 
men." For men : and for the rebellious among men, 
— for them of whom it might have been said unto this 
very day, " Ye do always resist the Holy Ghost."' 
This is a day of power : a day of grace : a day of 
gifts : heaven is open — opened by Him Who has 
ascended from earth, before Whom the everlasting 
doors fall back. He with Whom we have to do is He 
" that hath the seven Spirits of God," Who can take 
us out of the mire, and set us among the princes. 
Though we have lain among the pots — the flesh-pots 
of Egypt — yet our wings may be as the wings of 
a dove that is covered with silver wings, and her 
feathers like gold. Do not let us limit His power: 
do not let us shorten His hand : do not let us think 
hard things of His love. " Ask Him to work His 
work in you and He will work it: He will make 
your old heart new, and your dead heart alive ; and 
your heart, which, it may be, was as a cage of unclean 
birds, as a robber's den, where every thought and 
every imagination was, as it were, a robber of God 
and His glory. He will make even that a temple of 
the Holy Ghost, a habitation of God through the 
Spirit. He can do this, and, if only you will allow 
Him, He will." — (After Trench.) 

The Season urges us to an earnest cleansing of our 
hearts : 

" When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man he. 

walketh through dry places, seeking rest, and findeth 

none. Then he saith, * I will return into my house 

whence I came out !' and when he is come, he findeth. 

7/ empty, syvepi, and garnished !" Let. us pray that 
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we may not miss the force and full meaning of these 
words. We must not only sweep clean the very re- 
cesses of our hearts, and purify them from all evil — the 
devil will return to an empty heart, attack it with fresh 
fury, and gain possession of its yearning emptiness* 
We must pray for and take in widi great joy of wel- 
come the Holy Spirit. We read that on that most 
memorable Pentecost morning the sound of the 
rushing mighty wind filled the whole house where the 
Apostles were gathered together. So entirely and 
perfectly must the Spirit of God fill us. Then shall 
we indeed know and feel that, frail and mortal though 
we are here, we are yet the temple of the Living 
God — fitted for immortality ! 



T/ie Voice of Jems is heard, saying, " I will not 
leave you comfortless, I will come to you !'' — (John 
xiv. 18.) 

Contemplate Jesus as the Always -present One. 
The Spirit, one with the Father and the Son, has been 
poured out upon the Church. Henceforward, though 
no more we see the Saviour's outward form moving 
up and down the earth, we may feel the perpetual in- 
dwelling presence of the Spirit — proceeding from Him 
and the Father. The Saviour's offices in heaven — ^in- 
tercessory and commemorative — are discharged by His 
Spirit in the Church, heaven's earthly province. Does 
He intercede with the Father on the throne of His 
glory ? Even so is He present and busy with the two- 
or diree gathered in His name for prayer: even so 
does His Spirit intercede with unbroken groanings in 
the inmost heart of a su£Pering disciple.

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the guilty His obedience unto death? Even so the 
Spirit-guided Church in the most solemn rite of all 
her services — even so the Spirit-guided heart in those 
hourly appeals, which ** make mention of His right- 
eousness only." He is gone, but whither ? Into the 
spiritual world ? Into the spirits of His elect then, 
for these are an integral portion of that world. He 
has abandoned a visible to assume an invisible throne. 
** It is expedient that He go away/' for thus He is 
more blessedly, more divinely ours.

" TTTHAT kind of Mediator do we require if his 

W mediation is to be effective? The first 
essential is that he should know exactly the require- 
ments of both parties ; he must know tibe full extent 
of what God's justice demands^ as he is to satisfy God ; 
and he must know the full extent of man's want and 
infirmities^ as he is to satisfy man. Behold then the 
God-man, perusing the requirements of GU>d with an 
accurate eye, because Himself God ; and, on the other 
hand, perusing with equal accuracy man's defects and 
shortcomings, because a perfectly pure inheritor of 
our nature^ and so aliye to the least deviation from the 
law. 

^* Again, he must have a right to be the represen- 
tative of both parties. And behold ! as GU>d-man He 
has a common interest in both. 

'' Finally, he must be competent to satisfy both 
parties. And the Grod-man Christ Jesus is so compe- 
tent He satisfied God's holiness and justice, by offer- 
ing Himself a Victim upon which they might fasten. 
And this was an adequate satisfaction, because, as we 
have said, the Victim was Divine, and so of infinite 
worth. On the other hand. He satisfies man, by 
giving him an abundant supply of all his needs of 
righteousness, both passive and active, and so quieting 
his guilty doubts and fears. And being Himself GU>d, 
He is competent to give security for God's recon- 
ciliation to us. 

*^ Thus, then, in the Person of the Mediator, is the 

division between Gk)d ancl man effectually spanned 

acroBS. The cry of despair, ' Look how high the 
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heaven is in comparison of the earth/ dies away in 
the joyfiil exclamation, * So great is His mercy also (in 
a Mediator) towards those that fear Him.' 

** But this mercy comes to us onl^ through the 
Mediator. No prayer can reach heayen, no envoy of 
peace can come from heaven, hy any other road dian 
that of the great hright ladder. To attempt any other 
means of access would only he to repeat the blasphemy 
of Babel. ' I am the way : no man cometh unto the 
Father but by me.' Every other path is hedged up 
by impassable barriers, towering precipices, yawning 
ravines, deep rivers. May we have grace to re- 
member this when we kneel down to pray !"— -

The Season warns us specially of our need of the 
Spirit's help and guidance ! 

Consider what the Spirit is, and what the nature 
and purpose of His presence in the soul, and then the 
necessity of His help and guidance will be seen. Is 
He not the Friend of the Bridegroom ? Is He not 
the agent not of disjunction but of combination be- 
tween the Faithful and their Lord ? Is He not the 
antagonist in all His blessed operation to that tre- 
mendous activity of the Spirit of darkness which has 
continued incessantly *since the fall of man? The 
Spirit proceeding from the Father and the Son to- 
gether. His presence is effectively the presence of the 
Trinity ; and sent, in the fulness of time, by one who 
was man as well as Grod, it comes with a superadded 
tincture of that celestialized humanity, which alone, 
perhaps, could fit it for its office of addressing our 
earthly humanity ; it transmits not the incommunicable 
graces of the pure (Todhead^ but tk^ ^c^i;^^ ^i ^^ >^ 
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man Christ Jesus;" and issuing from the depths at 
once of Divine and human nature, it is " a living 
water," because it infuses an essence from " Christ who 
is our life." The last Adam thus is made " a quicken- 
ing Spirit." The " Spirit giveth life," which Christ 
is and which He bestows. The regfeneratins: sift must 
consist, ever remember, not in the annihilation of any 
of our natural faculties, but in the indwelling of a 
principle once inherent in Christ, and from Him 
transmitted to all who in Him are **bom of the 
Spirit ; " a principle which, as it advances, displaces 
the rival — original evil and corruption : as it retreats, 
admits it : when it shall make us wholly its own, shall 
wholly dispossess it; when it deserts us, yields the 
heart once more and altogether to ruin ! 

The Voice of the Saviour is heard saying : " Ask 
and it shall be given you ; seek and ye shall find ; 
knock and it shall be opened unto you ! " — Luhe xi. 9. 



Contemplate Jesus as the Intercessor ! Think how 
He pleads, not as God to God, but as man and God. 
He can feel for us ; He knows our infirmities, all their 
extent; He knows what is our life's bitterness and 
sorrow. He stands at God's right hand ever— day^^and 
night — making intercession for us ; He pleads His own 
obedience against our disobedience. His own sub- 
mission against our obstinacy. His own overcoming 
against our yielding. He intercedes for us ; He lays 
His hand by His glorified humanity upon God and

AT certain times the mind relaxes in iis reUgious 
vigour. A sort of reaction passes over it. It 
regards less sorrowfully its own weakness and degra- 
dation : it thinks less of God and His love. A sort of 
self-sufficiency creeps over it, and it ventures to give 
itself license in the world and worldly things. It is 
thp lack of perseverance which causes this, however. 
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as often as it is satiety. We desire to go on, but the 
progress is barred by difficulties and self-denials which 
inquire energy and exertion we do not feel to glow 
within us. Without perseverance all other gifts and 
graces are useless, both because they will not hold to- 
gether on earth, and because they will stop short of 
heaven. But perseverance is a separate gift, a parti- 
cular favour from the King of kings, only granted 
upon special petition. It is of the greatest importance 
in all daily prayers to pray for perseverance ; and fre-, 
quent communion is the surest, as it is the appointed 
way of getting that special gift. Our perseverance 
must be daily ; it must be our daily bread. But it i? 
like the angels' bread, the manna which fell in the 
wilderness : God gives it in small supplies, one day's 
consumption at a time : they who go out in the morn- 
ing to seek it gather much, but it is only a day's sup- 
ply, or they gather little and it is still a day's supply : 
so is perseverance, as was the manna in the wilderness. 
So specially should we pray for this special gift, that 
every time the clock strikes, it were well to think of 
the judgment, and silently ask for perseverance to the 
end. Always think, which is quite true, that you are 
unsafe in Religion. You cannot stop in your prayers, 
you cannot sleep at your watch, you cannot turn round 
in your fight: it is on, and on, and on. You are 
always close upon falling : you are at best an insecure 
over-leaning wall. — {After Faber.) 



Leighton's Works, vol. ii. p. 268, sect. xv. " It is 
said of Solomon," &c. Enlargement of the heart com- 
prises enlightenment of the understanding. 
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The Season roams us of the necessity of death unto 
sin and to the world : 

From ^Q day of Baptism a new life begins in us. 
Life is now henceforward to be lived to God. The 
taint of sin remaining, it is hindered from being en- 
tirely what it should be, even in the saintliest. Some 
dross remains. Evil and wickedness fasten themselves 
on the soul like the parasite plants of tropical vegeta- 
tion : long after the roots are cut off there will be vnld 
arms of the fatal ivy found clinging, green) and livid. 
Hence the need of that mortification which we come 
by experience to know, must be ours — a daily and 
constant habit. And mortification will be gradual in 
progress. The first step m its exercise is the mortifying 
actual vices. The second is the mortifying the desires, 
thoughts, senses, affections, out of which vices spring. 
And then the third is, when we welcome mortification 
for its own sake, because it is of Christ. The best of 
us cannot rise, except slowly, to the height of our real 
state. Regard then, carefiilly, and observe how you 
make progress in that mortification, which is the ex- 
tinction of vice, the safeguard of innocency, the re- 
finement of virtue, the strength of sanctity, the peace 
of the soul, the rest from struggles, the image of 
Christ. The Spirit will strengthen us daily for the 
work. Above all, in the mystic union with the blessed 
Jesus which is the effect of the Sacrament of the Eu- 
charist, shall we find the will and desire, as also the 
power, to achieve. 



The Voice of Jesus is heard saying, '* If any man 
serve Me, let him follow Me ; and where I am there 
shall also My servant be : if any man serve Me, him 
wj}} My Father honour." — {St, John xii.

" TTE that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap 
X X corruption ! " A man may not be a vicious 
man, or an immoral or a profligate man, and yet be 
sowing to his flesh. Suppose him to be a prudent man, 
sagacious' in worldly things, an honest, easy living, 
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successful man, not troubled much about things spi- 
ritual, busied with the much serving. Is there not 
" corruption " written on his harvest ? It was for earth, 
and with earth it perishes. It may be the labour of 
the statesman, or of the student, or of the man of 
* science, or that of the son of an humbler laboriousness, 
whose work is merely to provide for a family ; to these 
the objects of life are all more or less harmless ; but 
they end. The pyramid crumbles into dust at last. 
The mighty empire of the eternal city breaks into 
fragments which disappear. The sowers for earth 
have their harvest here. Success in their schemes, 
quiet intellectual enjoyment, exemption from pain and 
loss, the fruits of worldly-wise sagacity; and that is 
all. "When the breath goeth forth they return to 
their dust, and all their thoughts perish." The grave 
is not to them the gate of Paradise, but simply the 
impressive mockery which the hand of death writes 
upon that body for which they lived, and with which 
all is gone ; they reap corruption, since all they have 
toiled for decays. Ye that lead the life of respectable 
worldliness ! let such considerations as these arrest 
your indifference to the Gospel. You have sown for 
earth. Well, and then — what? Hear the Gospel. 
A Saviour whose sacrifice is the world's life, whose 
death is the law of life; from whose resurrection 
streams a spirit which can change carnal into spiritual 
men — whose whole existence, reflecting God, was the 
utterance of the divine truth and rule of heavenly life, 
the blessedness of giving — ^To live so, and to believe 
so, is to sow to the spirit. — (Robertson.) 



The Season urges us to thankfulness, and at the 
same time warns us against worldliness : 

u 
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What have we which we did not receive, what 
shall we have unless it comes from the Father's 
hands ? The Lord has visited the earth and blessed 
it, and made it very fruitful ; the Lord satisfieth our 
mouths with good things ! Are we not reminded, by 
the merciful provision of earthly things, of the debt of 
thankfulness we owe for the blessing of that spiritual 
food which we receive in the Eucharist? The love 
which was proved by the incarnation and cross is 
shown forth anew in 'this blessed Sacrament. What 
love — who can tell its vastness ? It passeth all know- 
ledge. As the body is nourished and supported by 
earthly food, so Jesus has provided for the soul hea- 
venly spiritual food, that we may live not earthly but 
Divine lives. He makes us — wondrous condescension 
— dwelling-places for Himself, the holy, the pure, the 
glorious. Are we fit to be such : have we not need 
to cry, "Abba, Father, make us clean?" 

It is the poor — the poor in spint, emptied of them- 
selves, leaning upon God, hungering after Him ; these 
shall be satisfied. Ask, are we such ? It is those 
who are athirst, really feeling dry and parched up, 
longing — earnestly longing — to drink of the water 
from the well of everlasting life, who may draw near 
and come to God. Ask, have we any ardent de- 
sires for such blessings as these, (without which life 
would die in us ; there would be, in fact, no life at all ; 
the soul become barren and waste ; all fertility, which 
is the growing and increasing of spiritual vigour, lost ;) 
for such blessings as these, do we feel any anxious 
craving at all ? 



The Voice of Jesus is heard saying, " He that 
eateth My Flesh, and drinketh My Blood, dwelleth in 
Me and I in him !" — (^St. John vi. 56.) 
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BY the symbols of bread / and wine He is incor- 
porated into us. Not sonship only, but actual 
oneness with God, becomes ours. And for this there 
is needful one thing — that all that is of self should 
die, in order that God may live in us. By His love 
there is now a new way of mutual indwelling for Grod 
and His people. 

Conter/iplate Jesus as the Provider : 

A great supper is made ready and many are bidden. 
All is great ; the feast, the Lord, the end. We, only 
we, are vile; all may eat here freely without money and 
without price. Let us come to it, to Him ; let us eat 
and drink the heavenly food which Jesus provides. 
Our eyes shall be opened as were the disciples' at 
Emmaus ; our youth shall be renewed like the eagle's. 
We shall have power to overcome j we shall run and 
not be weary ; we shall walk and not faint.

" T TOW much error do we see in devotion ! Some 
X JL would have it lie only in the multitude of 
prayers; others in the profusion of such external 
works as glorify God and aid our neighbour. Some 
seek it in continual aspirations; others in austerities 
only. All these things are good, and, to a certain de- 
gree, necessary ; but it is an error to seek the founda- 
tion of true piety in these alone. That devotion which 
sanctifies us, and consecrates us wholly to the service 
of God, consists in doing His will, and doing it pre- 
cisely at the time, in the place, and under the circum- 
stances to which He has called us. Make what great 
exertions, do what mighty deeds you will, in doing 
your Master's will alone can you meet with a reward. 
How would you esteem your servant if, whilst he per- 
formed wondrous services in your house, he yet omitted 
those you demanded of him ? You would with justice 
complain that he did not serve you well. 

" Perfect self-dedication, which is devotion, demands 
not only that we do God's will, but that we do it with 
loving hearts. God desires willing sacrifices ; and 
whatever he sets before us, it is always our heart He 
asks. Happy those who serve such a Master. But 
then this devotion must be sustained; it must lead 
us through much that is disagreeable and painful to 
us ; through much that interferes with our plans, our 
wishes, and inclinations ; and must dispose us to count 
as nothing our possessions, fortune, time, liberty, repu- 
tation, and life itself. To have such a mind, and to 
act upon it, is to have true de^o\\OTi% ^\3X'\s>«Kasa^ 
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as God's will is often hidden from us. He requires yet 
one further degree of dying to ourselves, and that is 
perfect obedience. Blind obedience ! yet wise in its 
blindness. This condition is imposed on all men. 
The most enlightened, and the ablest, and best fitted 
to lead men heayenwards, himself needs to be led." — 
Fenelon. 

The Season warns us against negligence of our 
privileges : 

Jesus will heal us of our soul sicknesses and diseases. 
The knowledge of the misery of our sinful state, belief 
in the goodness of God, faith in Him, love, will bring 
us to the Physician of Souls. He will touch, bid the 
evil depart, take us by the hand and lift us up. But 
then, — is all done ; nothing more, nothing further re« 
quired of us ? ** Arise," the Saviour says, " take up 
tiiy bed and walk, go unto thine house." There is 
activity for us, something to be done for fear we should 
relapse into the old disease. Arise in the strength of 
Christ by unceasing resolution, never falling back to 
the old position and habit of life. Take away the bed 
of sloth and evil desire ; it is done with, carry it no 
more about with you ; take it in thine hands, thou 
hast power now to lift and remove it. Walk : full of 
energy and activity in the way of God's command- 
ments to do His will. Retreat into thine own heart, 
dwell much there, it is God's temple; actively exa- 
mine it, keep it swept and garnished^ fitly furnished. 
Abide quietly. 

The Voice of Jesus is heard saying, " In My Father's 
house are many mansions ; if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a place for you. If a 
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nan love Me, he will keep My words ; and My Father, 
will love him, and we will come unto him, and make 
otr abode with him !" — {St. John xiv. 2 — 23.) 

The celestial house is to be the object and final rest- 
ing-place of our thoughts and hopes, Jesus is there, 
united as a Son to a Father in His own proper and 
eternal home. But though we know that He is in 
that home, we cannot see that home so far away, out 
of reach entirely of the tumults and distractions which 
surround us ; ihe house of peace, and love, and joy. 
Yet this notwithstanding in the midst of this earth, 
peace, and love, and joy shall abide with us, by the 
Spirit which has been poured down on us, — ^the best 
and greatest of gifts — ^from Him Who has now re- 
ceived gifts for men. 

Contemplate Jems as the Physician : 

This most high and precious Sacrament is the health 
both of soul and body, the medicine for all spiritual 
languor: hereby our vices are cured, our passions 
bridled, our temptations overcome or at least weak- 
ened; greater grace is infused, virtue begun is in- 
creased, faith is confirmed, hope strengthened, and 
love inflamed and enlarged. — (Thomas i Krmpis.)

'^ T ET us feel awed at the closeness of our relation, 
I ^ (as the Body to Christ the Head,) let us dread 
lest any one should be cut oflP from this Body, lest any 
one should fall from it, lest any one should appear nn^ 
worthy of it. If any one were to place a diadem about 
our head, a crown of gold, should we not do every 
thing we could that we might seem worthy of the life- 
less jewels ? But now it is not a diadem that is placed 
about our head, but what is far greater; Christ is 
made our very Head, yet we pay no regard to it. 
Yet angels reverence that Head, and archangels, and 
all those powers above. And shall we, which are His 
Body, be awed neither on the one account nor the 
other ? And where then shall be our hope of salva- 
tion? Conceive to yourself the throne, the royal 
throne, the immensity of the privilege. This at least, 
if we chose, might more avail to startle us, yea, even 
than hell itself: for even though hell were not, that 
we should be honoured with so ^^at ^ ^^livs"^^^ ^^^ 



i 
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should be found base and unworthy of it, what tor- 
ment, what punishment must not this carry with it ? 
Think — near whom thy Head is seated, (this single 
consideration is amply sufficient for any purpose what- 
ever,) on whose right hand He is placed. Yes, the 
Head itself is far above all principality, power, and 
might ; yet is the Body of this Head tmmpled on by 
the very devils. Nay, God forbid it should be thus ; 
for if it be thus, such a body can be a body no longer. 
Thy own head, the more respectable of thy servants, 
do reverence, and dost thou subject thy body to be the 
sport of them that insult it ? How sore punishment 
then shalt thou not deserve. If a man should bind 
the feet of the emperor with bonds and fetters, will he 
not be liable to the extremity of punishment ? Dost 
thou expose the whole body to fierce monsters, and 
not shudder V — (St. Chrysostom, Som. JEpkes, iii.) 



** TIIT^E know that we may receive purification from 
V V one another ; that the tenderness and love and 
patience of one man act in a marvellous way upon 
another, when those qualities seem the furthest from 
him, when he most confesses that they do not belong 
to him. We do not set ourselves deliberately to follow 
examples. The examples get the mastery over us : 
there is a life in the men who exhibit them which 
awakens life in us. These are facts not to be gainsaid 
for the sake of any system. St. Paul's words: * I fill 
up in my body the sufierings of Christ,' are both 
moral and godly ; for they are grounded on the idea 
that Christ, the Divine Sufierer, is the source of all 
purification and of ail life ; and that all men, in their 
proper spheres, may share His sufierings, and trans- 
mi't and communicate the purification and life that 
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flow from them to their fellows. All difliculties about 
example are capable of that solution. If we are mem- 
bers of one body, if He is the Head, why should not 
there be a continual circulation of life from each mem- 
ber of the body to every other? How can the de- 
parture of men out of this world hinder that circulation, 
or cause us to feel it less ? May not their power have 
become greater as the mortal fetters have been taken 
from them? May not we feel it more?" — (Mau- 
rice.) 



The Season urges us specially to communion and 
fellowship : 

Spiritual communion, happy thought; our spirits 
bound up with Jesus, our lives flowing with and by 
His. The mystical union between Christ and His 
Church, the spiritual confirmation of the members to 
the Head, is the true foundation of that communion 
which one member hath with another — all the members 
living and increasing by the same influence which 
they receive from Him. Surely Death, that separa- 
tion of soul from body, that only putting ofi* mortality, 
can make no separation in this mystical union ! Be- 
lieve, — and may the belief work a brighter comfort and 
a holier resolution, — that those who are truly sanctified 
in the Church of Christ, while they live among the 
crooked generations of men and struggle with all the 
miseries of this world, have fellowship with God the 
Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, as dwelling 
with them, and taking up their habitations in them : 
that they partake of the care and kindness of the 
blessed angels who take delight in the ministration for 
their benefit ; that beside the external fellowship which 
they have in the Word and sacram^nXa m\k\ ^ '^^. 
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members of the Churoli, they have an intimate union 
and conjunction with all the saints on earth as the 
living members of Christ ; nor is this union separated 
by the death of any; but as Christ, in Whom they live, 
is the Lamb slain from the foundation of the world, so 
have they fellowship with all the saints which, from 
the death of Abel, have ever departed in the true faith 
and fear of God, and now enjoy the presence of the 
Father, and follow the Lamb whithersoever He goeth ! 
Believe this, and so you shall know the full blessing 
of spiritual communion. 

The Voice of the Saviour is heard saying, " Let 
your light so shine before men that they may see your 
good works, and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven." — {Matt, v. 16.) 

THIS is the rule by which every intention of our 
hearts is to be guided and governed — God's 
glory ; to exalt Him before men is to be our motive. 
Men will see our lives, see specially whether we be 
true to our allegiance, whether we obey our Lord and 
Master ; whether we make use of, joyfully and eagerly, 
those means of grace which He has put into our 
hands. If they behold us faithful and true, they may 
be won to like service. 



Contemplate Jesus as the light of the world : 

^' The Lord my God shall make my darkness to be 
light." Such was the joyful, trusting David's excla- 
mation. May it not more truly be ours ? — ^for on us 
Jesus has risen, giving light and life to all. From 
the gloom of ignorance and heathendom the world hag 
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come forth glorious in new hopes and aspirations. 
From the gloom of despair, and restless longings, and 
doubts, and fears, does not that Light which shineth in 
darkness release us ? What night can He not break 
through ; what thickest clouds can He not, will He 
not pierce ? Oh, behold, ye who are weary and heavy 
laden, ye who are sin-stricken, behind all is the eternal 
brightness of the Saviour of the world. Oh pray in 
all earnestness, in all hopefulness, in all humility. 

Lead, kindly Light, amid the encircling gloom, 

Lead Thou me on ! 
The night is dark, and I am far from home. 

Lead Thou me on ! 
Keep Thou my feet ; I do not ask to see

'^ np'HEY are happy persons (but few are they in 
X number) who are truly weaned from all those 
images and fancies the world dotes so much upon. 
If many of the children of men would turn their 
own thoughts backwards in the evening but of one 
day, what would they find for the most part, but 
that they have been walking among fancies, and pass- 
ing from one vanity to another, and l)ack again to 
and fro ; to as little purpose as the running up and 
down of children at their play ! It is a great folly 
to complain of the shortness of our life, and yet 
lavish it out so prodigally on trifles and shadows. If 
it were well managed, it would be sufficient for all we 
have to do. The only way to live, indeed, is to be 
doing service to God and good to men : this is to live 
much in a little time. But when we play the fool in 
misspending our time, it may indeed be a sad thought 
to us when we find it gone, and we are benighted in 
the dark so far from our home. But those who have 
their souls untied from this world and knit to God, 
they need not complain of the shortness of it, having 
laid hold on eternal life. For this life is flying away, 
there is no laying hold on it ; and it is no matter how 
soon it go away; the sooner the better, for to such 
persons it seems rather to go too slow I" — (Leighton, 
Psalm xxxix.) 

The Season urges on us the necessity of readiness : 

In what false security do most of us live ! " Where 
is the promise of His coming?" we say. " For since 
the fathers fell asleep, all things co\i\.\xv\xj^ ^& "^^"^ ^^e^ 
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from the beginning of the creation !" And so golden 
opportunities of preparing and fitting ourselves for 
heaven are let pass, because we think there is time 
enough. Are we ready to die then, are we ready for 
His appearing again ? There is no work or device 
beyond the grave ; there is no changing or retrieving 
the past there. The joy or misery of Hades herein 
consists ; memory, recollection will be active here, 
while all power to do and act will be removed. Let 
us strive earnestly that each day may find us more 
ready to appear before God. If we are one with 
Christ, as die right and worthy partaking of the 
blessed Sacrament makes us, we shall ever be so 
ready ; and more than this, no longer held to earth, 
all our desire will be for that day of revealing, anxious 
most chiefly to go and be with Him. Let us strive 
earnestly, with the help of God's Spirit: for whilst the 
world can offer so many a charm and an allurement, 
it is difficult, very difficult, to realize this constant 
readiness.

WE are to come to the Lord*s table with an honest 
confession of our own nothingness, as also of 
our unworthiness and frailty. We must offer our- 
selves as empty things in order that Jesus may fill 
us to the brim with His heavenly benediction. And 
afterwards ! What then must be the temper of our 
minds ? Should they not be full of thankfulness to 
God, should they not be drawn up nigher to Him ? 
Let us consider a few examples of the way in which 
the saints indulged the sweet varieties of their thankful 
souls. Some gave God thanks for their redemption, 
and went over and dwelt upon the chief mysteries of 
our blessed Lord's three-and-thirty years. Others 
thought of the creation, the angels, the stars, the 
earth, the trees, the flowers, the beasts, the insects, 
and called on them to join in one concert of praise to 
the Majesty on high : these found the song of the 
three children, " O all ye works of the Lord," and the 
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last three Psalms^ the natural expression of their 
thankfulness. Others again thought they could not 
do better than dwell on God's love, and do all they 
could to excite their own love of the Holy Trinity: 
this might be a dangerous practice to any who do not 
follow the counsel of a spiritual guide in iheir religious 
exercises. Others have realized very strongly that 
Christ was in them^ and they in Him, and therefore 
that in some great sense He was praying their prayers 
in them ; and so they have taken that opportunity of 
asking for special graces and perfections, — such as a 
single life, poverty, being kept from honours, being 
thought ill of, being falsely accused of great sins, and 
the like ; as if the humble boldness of asking such un- 
worldly gifts were of itself a kind of thanksgiving. 
Others, we read, have pictured to themselves Jesus 
Christ coming into them, as on a court-day, to receive 
the honour and homage of their five senses, who are 
His tenants in their souls ; and they make each sense 
come before Him sitting on the throne of their hearts^ 
and thank Him for its creation; confess its own re- 
belliousness, beg for pardon, and ask for grace to help 
the soul with more punctual faithfulness in its spiritual 
life. Others picture to themselves their own interior 
as a miserable hospital, wherein all the senses, passions, 
powers, wishes, hopes, and fears, are diseased with all 
manner of offensive diseases; and Jesus enters this 
sad hospital as the true Physician, touching and heal- 
ing all the sick as He did of old in the Holy Land. — 
{After Faber.)

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remain with the rest of the harvest in glory. Yes ; 
for evermore shall the ransomed of Zion behold their 
own bright model in heaven, and grow more Divine as 
they behold. He will still, as man and God, be the 
link that connects them with the Father; this poor 
humanity for which He suflPered so bitterly He loves 
too deeply to part with it. Our nature He retains for 
ever. From it, quickened by the Divinity, proceed 
mysterious influences (those which He calls the gift 
of His Body and Blood) to His militant Church here 
below ; 9vitk it He pleads before the Father, when 
through the Cross He would gain forgiveness for our 
repented sins and infirmities ; in it He will rule for 
ever, dispensing the terms of His judgment and the 
treasures of His love. 

'' On Christmas Day we shall celebrate His death 
in the blessed Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. To 
such a service, springing as it does essentially out of 
the Incarnation, (for none could ^ eat His flesh and 
drink His blood' until He had taken upon Him 
flesh and blood,) to such a service it is most appro- 
priate to ask ourselves, — ere we join in it, — how we 
feel towards this great fundamental truth, that Christ 
has become a Man and a Saviour ? Do we habitually 
realize the fact that our nature occupies this awful 
position of being borne by the eternal Son of God ; 
that it is the vesture in which this everlasting Priest is 
attired, that it is the regal robe of this Almighty King ? 
Oh, it is a mighty honour, but it is a terrible respon- 
sibility too, to have a brother who is the eternal Son 
of God ! It is a fearful thing to think that we can 
never more disgrace our own nature without also dis- 
gracing His ! That every sin against ourselves is now 
an insult to Him Who has identified Himself with us ! 
When He, Who would not take on Him the nature 
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of angels, has taken into Himself our manhood as the 
pledge and earnest of its total purification, how terrible 
becomes the guilt of wilfully counter-working His 
merciful condescension, by debasing what He has de- 
signed to honour !"—(J./^er Archer Butler.) 

The Season bringing wonderfully before us our 
Lord's humility, urges us to pray earnestly for that 
grace: 

" Consider well our Lord's humility ! What lesson 
is there in the minutely detailed circumstances of His 
birth, which was associated with eveiything neglected 
and mean ! What, in the allowing Himself to be cir- 
cumcised, which was a sinner's mark, and thus bearing 
all His life long the reputation of a fallen creature like 
the rest of the children of Israel ! What in His sitting 
a child of twelve years old among the doctors, * hearing 
and asking them questions,' not Himself expressing 
His own mind ! What when, having revealed to His 
blessed mother His superhuman mission to be about 
* His Father's business,' He immediately renews His 
obedience to His Parents, and goes down to Nazareth 
to be subject unto them ! Consider, too. His utter 
lowliness ; the food He was wont to take, the barley 
loaves and fishes ; the poor garments He wore, for 
which the soldiers raffled : the chance bed where He 
slept, having nowhere of His own ' to lay His head :' 
circumstances which, independent of other results, < 
must have pi*ovoked contempt and every humiliating 
remark." — (Carter.) 

The Voice of the Saviour is heard saying : *' Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock : if any man hear My 
voice and open the door I will come in to him, and 
will sup with him and he with Me." — {Mev. iii. 20.) 
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SHALL we let Him ever stand in this attitude? 
Shall we never open to Him? Four thousand 
years passed between the Fall and His Nativity. Men 
looked faintly, feebly to the promise, their only hope 
to cheer them in the vast solitudes of sin, and misery, 
and distress. Shall we not avail ourselves of our 
mighty privileges? The Saviour has indeed come 
down to the earth; He is indeed Emmanuel; shall 
we not receive Him into our hearts ? 



Contemplate Jestis as the Man ! 

The Saviour's prayer was that all His might be one 
— as in that mysterious manner by which the Godhead 
and Manhood are united in the Christ : '^ Thou, Father, 
art in Me, and I in Thee, that they also may be one 
in Us ! " God dwells in us by the Saviour's Manhood. 
This we believe : this — the more closely and truly we 
follow in His footsteps who goes before — we come to 
feel. He dwells in us by the Spirit, by the Sacrament 
of Holy Communion. All good and saintly desires, 
proceed from the union of the Divine Humanity with 
our own — that pervading and moving us. He dwells 
in us by the sympathy of His Humanity ; else what 
are all those bright gleams in sorrow, what those rap- 
tures in devotion, what those sensations of wonderful 
strength in trial, what those floods of sweetest conso- 
lations — but the halo of a Presence which is only not 
seen, because it is too pure and bright for a sin-stained 
nature to see and live ? 

And what conditions are requisite in all of us that 
His grace may have its due efiect ? 

i. There must be the constant remembrance of the 
awful Presence which dwells within us. Can we be- 
lieve that we bear about us a Divine Presence, without 
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a sense of awe at the grandeur of our state ? We move 
to and fro as gifled beings; we are raised above all 
mere created &ings; we are already one with God, 
and we are nearer to the Creator than to any being 
with whom we have to do. To apprehend by faith 
this stupendous truth, the mystery of our re-creation 
in Jesus Christ our Lord, through the indwelling of 
the Spirit, and to live in the constant recollection of 
it, is to lay the only true foundation of the graces of a 
saintly life, whether those of a higher order, as e,g» 
purity, truth, love, humility, patience; or the lesser 
forms of grace, as gentleness, sweetness of temper, 
reverence of manner or of speech. 

ii. Again, of all graces that specially tend to soften 
the soul, to enable it to receive the impressions of Ood, 
love is predominant. Love to God is the most vital 
grace that causes the soul to flow into the true form of 
human sanctity, which is Christ. 

iii. The habit of contemplation practised in some 
form, however simple it may be, is essential to the 
same end. What is contemplation, but making the 
Invisible thus intimate, thus constantly present, thus 
habitually assimilated ! How can there be a deepen- 
ing love, and desire after the Divine Humanity as 
one's own form of life, unless we become filled with 
the vision of its beauty, unless its beauty in our eyes 
makes all other charms to pale, and transcends all 
attractions of earth ? — (After Carter.)

SPECIAL LECTION FOR JANUARY. 



HE blessed Sacrament of the Sayioor'g 
Body and Blood keeps up among us, in a 
most solemn manner, the memory of His 
Love, His Sacrifice, His Sufierings^ and 
His Death. 



See, how we make acknowledgment that our livet 
all we eat and drink to preserve them — are owing to 
the bounty of God ! We present and offer on His 
table, by the hands of His own ordained servant, a 
portion of His creatures — those that best support and 
comfort our natural lives, namely. Bread and Wine. 
After this, the Bread and Wine are consecrated ; the 
Bread is broken, and the Wine is poured out, to repre- 
sent the death of Christ, Whose Body was broken and 
Whose Blood was shed for us. 

AsBuredlj this Sacrament will be to every worthy 
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communicant what the Tree of Life would have been 
to Adam and Eve in Paradise. They, had they con- 
tinued obedient, would have been in no danger of 
temporal death. The curse — so terrible and so tre- 
mendous, banishing them from all the love of God, 
manifesting Him to them as the Ood of wrath — would 
never have been pronounced against them. Even so 
we, while we feed — as we are commanded to feed-^ 
on this Bread, — ^now endued with a life-giving Spirit, 
— and live as we ought to do, are in no danger of 
death eternal. These being pledges to assure us that 
as certainly as bread and wine do nourish our bodies^ 
so do these seal to us all the benefits which Jesus 
Christ hath purchased for us by His sacrifice and 
death. — {After Bishop Wilson.) 

OHOLY Jesu, when we see the broken bread and 
the poured-out wine, teach us to discern Thy Body 
there. O let those sacred and significant actions create 
in us a most lively remembrance of Thy sufferings ; 
how Thy most blessed Body was scourged, and 
wounded, and bruised, and tormented; how Thy 
most precious Blood was shed for our sins ! And 
O, may all our powers be roused upland enkindled to 
love Thee, and to celebrate Thy love in thus dying 
for us ! 



SPECIAL LECTION FOR FEBRUARY. 

JESUS stands at the door of the heart and knocks. 
He also speaks ; He makes His voice to be heard. 
A knock might be any one's, but who can mistake- 
that voice ? In the knocking we recognize those more 
outward, more gracious dealings of sorrow oxvd \^i^^

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sickness and health, which He sends, and sending, uses 
for the bringing of His elect in one way or another, 
by smooth paths or by rough, to Himself. In the 
voice, is it not the more inward appeal, the closer 
dealing of Christ with the soul, speaking directly by 
His Spirit to our spirit ? And if any will hearken to 
that Yoice and open the door. He will come in to him 
and sup with him. Glorious promise — gracious assur- 
ance ! Yet remember both knock and voice may 
alike remain unheard and unheeded. It is in the 
power of every man to close his ear to them : it is the 
man himself who must open the door. Christ indeed 
knocks, claims admittance as to His own ; so lifts up 
His voice that it may be heard, in one sense must be 
heard by him ; but He does not break open the door, 
or force an entrance by violence. There is a sense in 
which eveiy man is lord of the houfle of his own heart ; 
it is his fortress ; he it is who must open the gates of 
it, and unless he does so Christ cannot enter. And as 
a necessary complement of this power to open, there 
belongs also to man the mournful prerogative and 
privilege of refusing to open ; he may keep the door 
shut even to the end. He may thus continue to the 
last blindly at strife with his own blessedness; a 
miserable conqueror, who conquers to his own ever- 
lasting loss and defeat. — {After Trench.) 



SPECIAL LECTION FOR MARCH. 

FOR the formation of the Christian character, the 
great requisite is self-denial. Not momentary, 
or the result of anything momentary, but a constant 
and habitual temper. Hence we are told that '^ the 
cross" is to be taken up '' daily'* *' The cross" is a 
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large and comprehensive word; biU with whatever 
variety applied to individuals, it cannot lose its essen- 
tial nature. It still carries the nails that pierce the 
body, and the shame which penetrates the soul. 
Wherever it rises upon the page of Scripture it can- 
not but bring with it the shadow of pain and trouble ; 
wherever it is planted — whatever be the celestial con- 
solations, — surely the daily world can no longer be the 
pleasant land it was of old;- wherever it is erected, 
surely, as at first, there will be " darkness over the 
whole earth," even though that darkness may make 
the stars of heaven shine more brightly. The thing 
imported in this daily cross is self-denial, and with 
self-denial the uneasy murmurs of the self that is de- 
nied, with self-denial more or less of pain and trouble* 
Think of all the, fettered but impatient vices, the tole- 
rated imperfections, the residues of old follies, the rash 
impulses of even the better nature, the self-deceit, the 
maJsked and plausible weaknesses, benevolence be- 
comes lethargic under the name of retirement, or am- 
bitious under the title of zeal, the self-excusings, the 
concealed reluctances that beset even the holiest among 
us ; and you will incline to pronounce that, where life 
is but too short for discipline, we ought not to covet 
too much repose before the grave. Circumstantially 
the cross may vary^ but its purpose is the same in all, 
even to produce self-denial. — (A* Butler.) 



SPECIAL LECTION FOR APRIL. 

WHEN we see the Bread broken then we should 
call to mind all that grief and pain, all that 
bitter agony and passion, all that piercing anguish of 
soul, Jesus sufiered for our sins and in our stead* 
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Was He not wounded for our transgressions, and 
bruised for our iniquities ? Was not the chastisement 
of our peace put upon Him, that by His stripes we 
might be healed? Oh, was not His blessed Body 
broken, was not His side pierced, His hands and feet 
fastened to that cross of burning shame by nails driven 
through, and all for our sins — ^for mine, for yours! 
Sins we committed yesterday, even to-day perhaps— 
in our carelessness and indifference; sins we shall 
commit to-morrow. And so when ^e Priest takes 
into his hands the cup ; then by faith we are to be- 
hold how fast the blood trickled down from our Lord's 
head when crowned with thorns ) from His hands and 
feet when nailed to the cross; from His side when 
pierced with the spear; and from His whole body 
when He was in His agony — and idl to wash away 
our sins. 

When we hear said those solemn words of conse- 
cration, " This is My Body which is given for you,'* 
and ^' This is My Blood which is shed for you and 
for many, for the remission of sins ;" oh, then are we 
stedfastly to believe that, although the substance of 
bread and wine still remain, yet they are no longer 
common ordinary bread and wine as to their use, as 
to their power, but the Body and Blood of Christ in 
that sense in which He spoke the words ; insomuch 
that whosoever duly receives these creatures of bread 
and wine according to Christ's holy institution, in re- 
membrance of His Death and Passion, is a partaker 
of His most precious Body and Blood! — {After 
Beveridge.) 
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SPECIAL LECTION FOE MAT. 

TO the Church at Ephesus was sent from Him that 
holdeth the seven stars, that wsJketh in the midst 
of the seven golden candlesticks, the message, '^ I know 
Thy works, and Thy labour, and Thy patience." Con- 
sider well what this labour is — ^it is a labour even to 
weariness. This is what Christ looks for, this is what 
Christ praises in His servants. But how often does 
labour, which esteems itself labour for Him, stop very 
short of this ; take care that it shall never arrive at 
this point with you. Perhaps those who live nearest 
the sanctuary, whose lives are seemingly by habit 
most constantly engaged in holy things, are more con- 
tinually tempted than are others to measure out their 
work, and apportion and reflect complacently on its 
progress. The temptation arises chiefly from the fact 
that they do for the most part measure out their own 
day's task to themselves. In more worldly matters 
and callings it is measured out to us ; if not the zeal, 
earnestness, and sincerity which we are to put into the 
performance of it, yet at any rate the outward limits^ 
the amount of time which we shall devote to it, and 
often the definite quantity of it which we are to per- 
form. It is not so in works of religion, in labour for 
Christ Too often, I fear, do we give to this exactly 
the number of hours which we please. We are for 
the most part responsible in these things to no man ; 
and when labourers thus apportion their own burdens, 
and do this moreover from day to day, how near to 
them surges up the temptation and the danger, that 
they should unduly spare themselves, and make their 
burdens far lighter than they ought to have been. — 
(After Trench.) 
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SPECIAL LECTION FOR JUNE. 

HOW miserable is he to whom practically the 
thought of God — the presence of God — is not 
the stay and comfort of his soul ! Year after year he 
will be a more unhappy man, or, at least, he will 
emerge into a maturity of misery at once, when he 
passes out of this world of shadows into that kingdom 
where all is real. He is at present attempting to 
satisfy his soul with that which is not bread ; or he 
thinks the soul can thrive without nourishment. He 
fancies he can live without an object ; he fancies that 
he is sufficient for himself, or he supposes that know- 
ledge is sufficient for his happiness ; or that exertion, 
or that the good opinion of others, or (what is called) 
fame, or that the comforts and luxuries of wealth are 
sufficient for him. What a truly wretched state is 
that dryness of soul in which so many live and die, 
high and low, learned and unlearned. Many a great 
man, many a peasant, many a busy man, lives and 
dies with closed heart, with affections undeveloped, 
unexercised. You see the poor man passing day after 
day, Sunday after Sunday, year after year, without a 
thought in his mind, to all appearance — almost like 
a stone. You see the educated man full of thought, 
ftiU of intelligence, full of action, but still with a stone 
heart, as cold and dead as regards his affections as if 
he were the poor ignorant countryman. You see 
others with warm affections, with benevolent feelings, 
yet stopping there, training their hearts to centre ou 
what is sure to fail them, as being perishable. Life 
passes, riches fly away, popularity is fickle, the senses 
decay, the world changes, friends die. One alone is 
constant ; One alone is true to us ; One alone can be 
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true ; One alone can be all things to us ; One alone 
can supply our needs ; One alone can train us up to 
our full perfection ; One alone can give a meaning to 
our complex and intricate nature ; One alone can give 
us tune and harmony; One alone can form and possess 
us ! Are we allowed to put ourselves under His guid- 
ance ? Are we still in His kingdom of grace in spite 
of our sins ? The question is not whither we should 
go, but whether He will receive. And we trust that, 
our sins notwithstanding, He will receive us still, 
every one of us, if we seek His face in love unfeigned 
and holy fear.--(NEWMAN.) 



SPECIAL LECTION FOR JULY. 

THAT we may receive the Blessed Sacrament so 
as always to be better for it, it is requisite that 
we receive it often. It is by frequent acts that habits 
are produced. It is by often eating and drinking this 
spiritual food that we learn how to do it, so as to con- 
vert it into proper nourishment for our souls. Those 
who often come to receive this food will soon find by 
experience that this is the great means appointed by 
our ever-blessed Redeemer whereby to communicate 
Himself, and all the merits of His most precious death 
and passion to us, for the pardon of all our sins, and 
for the purging of our consciences from dead works to 
serve the living God.

DO we not, when we go abroad into the highways 
of daily life, find something in the general mind 
that reminds us of a people honouring Christ as long 
as He ofiers easy blessings, flocking round His standard 
with enthusiasm so long as He is made the standard- 
bearer of a dominant party, professing boundless adf> 
miration, devotion, and love : — ^yet when the true hour 
of trial comes, and the question can no longer be 
escaped — Shall we surrender our pleasures, or our 
Redeemer?— give up the favour of earthly superiors, 
or the favour of the King of Heaven ? — abandon our 
cherished sins, or with our sins nail Jesus to the cross 
once more ? — then relinquishing their short-lived dis- 
cipleship, following the instigation of blind and guilty 
guides, turning with the turning tide, and swelling the 
torrent of the persecutors of the Body of Christ ? 

Oh, in the fearful hour when we stand at the judg» 
ment-seat, how happy — beyond all thought — ^for those 
who, familiar with the cross, can look upon it not as 
the symbol of the sorrow and shame they have will- 
ingly inflicted, but as the symbol of sufierings in which

they were willingly united with their Master; with 
Him crucified^ that they may be with Him glorified ; 
with Him despised and rejected, that they may be His 
blessed associates in the bliss undpeak4ble of His own 
immortal kingdom.

SPECIAL LECTION FOR SEPTEMBER. 

HUMBLENESS of spirit, the most pervading and 
universal of all graces, is, in the Christian code, 
the very essence of perfection ; and sorrow, borne with 
resignation, has a direct tendency to produce it. Grief, 
if it can be looked upon as inflicted by the hand of 
God, forms a perpetual memorial of subjection — a 
daily, hourly remembrance of dependency. Now be- 
cause our Redeemer knew that in this direction lies 
the true perfection of man, that a gentle unmurmuring 
Bubmissiveness is his truest, brightest heroism, there- 
fore did He in His own person adopt the way that 
leads to it. He voluntarily mourned because mourn- 
ing humiliates, and He would be humble ; He daily 
suflered because suflering subdues the pride of human 
hearts, and He would teach us to accomplish that con- 
quest. It was the humiliation of a God to take our 
nature at all ; it was the humiliation of a man to 
crucify that nature daily. He knew what sages had 
failed to see, that it was loftiest when lowest : that as 
it sank in humbleness it rose in glory. And thus the 
model of all He taught. Himself " the first-bom from 
the dead," He soared to heaven with a spirit lowly 
as the grave He left. Thus beats there, at the right 
hand of the Majesty on high, a human heart — the 
heart of an enthroned King — ^more softly subdued to 
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mercy, more meekly patient, than eTer sorrowed among 
the loneliest solitudes of earthly affliction ! And thus 
the daily cross could discipline the will, the daily cross 
could humble the spirit. — These things are the real 
perfection of man, and therefore in these garments of 
woe the humanity of God was Toluntarily shrouded. 
— (A. Butler.) 



SPECIAL LECTION FOR OCTOBER. 

GREAT is the difference between sincere and in* 
sincere Christians, however like their words may 
be to each other ; and it admits of no question that in- 
sincerity always has a plausible excuse for its sinnings 
and errors. All men, even after the gift of God's 
grace, sin ; God's true servants profess and sin — sin, 
and are sorry; and hypocrites profess and sin — sin, 
and are sorry. Thus the two parties look like each 
other. But the Word of God discriminates one from 
the other by this test — that Christ dwells in tlie con- 
science of one, not of the other ; that the one opens 
his heart to God, the other does not ; the one views 
Almighty God only as an accidental guest, the other 
as lord and owner of all that he is ; the one admits 
Him as if for a night, or some stated season, the other 
gives himself over to God, and considers himself God's 
servant and instrument now and for ever. Not more 
different is the intimacy of friend from mere acquaint- 
ance — not more different is it to know a person in 
society, to be courteous and obliging to him, to inter- 
change civilities, from opening one's heart to another, 
admitting him into it, seeing into his, loving him, and 
living in bim — than the external worship of the hypo- 
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crite from the inward devotion of true &ith ; approach- 
ing God with the lips, from believing on Him with 
the heart ; so opening to the Spirit that He opens to 
usy from so living to self as to exclude the light of 
heaven. — (Newman.) 



SPECIAL LECTION FOR NOVEMBER. 

HOW the ancient Saints put us to shame ! How 
were they " out of weakness made strong," how 
** waxed " they " valiant in fight," and became as 
angels upon earth instead of men ! And why ? be- 
cause they had a heart to contemplate, to design, to 
will great things.

It might be well also occasionally to read 
with carCy and a few running comments^ the several Exhor^ 
tations to the Holy Communion^ given in the Prayer^Book, 
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I. CAUnON AGAINST OUTWARD ZEAL. 

PPARENTLY there is a great deal of 
religion in the world! There are ire* 
quent chnrch serviceSy crowded congre* 
gations, many communicants, no lack of 
district visitors, of Sunday-school teachers, 
of benevolent givers. Churches are bdu^ \yv£&X ci^ ^ 
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sideSy schools, and dispensaries, and penny banks, and 
proTident societies, and clothing clubs, and hospitals, 
and asylums, and refuges, flourish. Is this enough ? 
There is great show, much blossom ; shall the Lord 
and Master find fruit when He cometh ? Remember 
the fig-tree on the wayside from Bethany to the Holy 
City ! What luxuriance of leaf and foliage was there, 
but what barrenness of all which those leaves should 
have testified to — ^fruit. 

How untimely, too, those leaves ! It was not the 
time for figs ! They were, as it were, false ! They 
were an artificial growth. Men would rejoice when 
they discoyered them from far, feeling certain that 
fruit would be there, and behold, no iruit at all. Cer- 
tainly it was not the time for figs : but they seemed to 
say, ''There is fruit here, come and eat.'' And lo^ 
when they come up to it, there is none at all. 

Is this our case? Do we externally worship and 
serve God before we have trained ourselves in those 
inward habits of holiness, which, though they be the 
very source of godly actions, are yet so rare and so 
difficult, because they require such constant strife and 
struggle; do we with our lips profess devotion and 
service, which though so exacting at first, is yet essen- 
tial to our real progress towards perfection? Little 
use in attendance at church, or at communion ; little 
use in zeal or activity for works of devotion, if in the 
heart we nurture covetousness, or malice, or slander, 
or lust, or pride, or passion. Outward zeal is no proof 
of real love for God. Judas, the traitor, must have 
been zealous outwardly. Outward zeal, let it not de- 
ceive us ! It can be no substitute for that heart and 
soul worship which is described by the Saviour Him- 
self to be such as admits of no other service or alle- 
giance. Thousands of sheep and oxen^ rivers of oil 
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will not be of any avail, if there be not the sacrifice of 
the broken heart and contiite spirit. Let the inner 
man serve God, and then, of necessity, we shall serve 
Him with the outer man likewise — wherever, when- 
ever, and in whatever way He may please to order I 
But remember this, the reverse does not hold good. 
There may be leaves and no fruit. Beware then, either 
of too much outward zeal, lest herewith you attempt 
to condone inward impurity ; or of too little, lest your 
service become cold, barren, selfish ! 



n. CAUTION AGAINST SPIRITUAL PRIDE. 

DO you think yourself a better Christian, a more 
devout servant of God, than your neighbour? 
At Baptism you pledged yourself to fight manfully 
against sin, the world, and the devil. Well ! you are 
not a drunkard, nor a blasphemer, nor a slanderer, nor 
a fornicator. Think, have you never indulged — if not 
in eating and drinking — yet in self-pleasuring, in 
gratifying your tastes, in pampering your whims and 
fancies? Have you never thought lightly or jest- 
ingly, or with ridicule of God and God's Word, and 
things Divine? Have you never listened with pant- 
ing open-eared greediness to stories of your neigh- 
bour's goings-on and doings? Have you never al- 
lowed in your heart a lustful thought, or an impure 
wish ; dwelling on, gloating over it, delighting to re- 
cur to it, letting it swell and grow and assume all 
horrible and monstrous shapes and forms ? 

If your conscience acquit you on all these points, 
ask still — " Have I served my God with my whole 
heart, and soul, and mind? Have I really tried to 

L 
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magnify His Name, to promote His glory among 
men?" And then call to mind those words which 
tell us, that yet we are " unprofitable servants/' 

Oh, if we wish to be proud, to compare ourselyes 
with others to our own exaltation, thinking that we do 
so much more for God than they do ; that we keep 
His Commandments so much more strictly, that we 
worship Him so much more fervently : — ^let us think 
what die Saints and Martyrs bore and did^ let us 
think, above all, of Jesus — Mary's Son !— of the vic- 
tory of His Humility. How vile are we, how sinful, 
how miserable : if we want comparisons, let us com- 
pare God's bounteous mercy with our ingratitude; 
His infinity of goodness with our obstinacy and 
disobedience; His perfect purity with our sin» and 
wickedness ! 

Oh wondroas Lord I my soul woaM be 
Still more and more conformed to Thee ; 
Would lose the pride, the taint of sin, 
That burns these fever'd veins within^ 
And learn of Thee, the lowly One, 
And like Thee, all my journeys run, 
Above the world, and its false mirth. 
Yet weepii^ still with weeping earth. — Cozs. 



ni. CAUTION AGAINST POPULARITY- 
SEEKING. 

HOW many a soul is wrecked in the vain effort to 
suit his religion to the demands of society and 
the world. ^' If new wine be put into old bottles, the 
botdes break and the wine perisheth.'' Will not thii 
happen wJienever w« try to serve God, and at the same 
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time to float calmly onwards with the world T Religion 
ought certainly to leaven society, to hallow all social 
relations, to soften all world-businesses ; it must be so 
if life be real and sincere, and God be truly worshipped* 
But it is not so yet ; and therefore society's demands 
and the world's opinions must not, for a moment, be - 
allowed to dilute religion. 

It is hard to forego that opinion of one's neighbours 
which tells every one that we are agreeable, easy to get 
on with, sociable, and the like. It seems so harmless 
a commendation. But oftentimes the real meaning of 
and reason for these well-sounding epithets is, that we 
have surrendered part of our religious principles, some- 
what of our consistency, a great deal of our profession, 
in order to conform ourselves more with the require* 
ments of the outer world. Perhaps we have not 
lowered the standard to ourselves, but only in. what 
we require of others ; or may be only by our less firm 
and constant holding it up before others! We have 
no right to do this ! The bearing it bravely on high 
does not involve, does not convict us of spiritual pride^ 
for the standard is not our own fixing ; nor are we the 
judges in the matter of coming near to attain to it* 
It is God's standard — even His own glorious perfect 
tion — and He is the judge how we reach forward to it 

Sometimes popularity-seeking proceeds really from 
moral cowardice ! It is not pleasant to find oneself 
always in opposition. It is not easy always to stem 
the tide, and face the outcry of popular ridicule, and 
annoyance, and clamour. Yet what coward shall over- 
come in the fight? — Sometimes it proceeds from an 
idea of expediency, or of peace. There is no expe- 
diency which allows of sin ; there is no peace when 
the waters below the surface are troubled. The peace 
of heaven is realized on eaitbi oiilj V} ^^ Vsl^asX ^sbJ^^ 
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«oal, which is perfectly knit together and bound up 
with God. Have not the martyrs, who have sealed 
their testimony with their blood, exhibited to us, and 
felt more perfectly and entirely themselves, even in 
the midst and height of persecution, what this peace is ? 



IV. CAUTION AGAINST NEGLECT OF GOD. 

" TIIT'HEN Jesus is present, all is well, and nothing 
V V seems difficult ; but when Jesus is not present, 
everything is hard. When Jesus speaks not inwardly 
to us, all other comfort is nothing worth ; but if Jesus 
speak but one word we feel great consolation. How 
hard and dry art thou without Jesus ! How foolish 
and vain if thou desire anything out of Jesus ! What 
can the world profit thee without Jesus ? To be with- 
out Jesus is a grievous hell ; and to be with Jesus a 
fiweet paradise. If Jesus be with thee, no enemy shall 
foe able to hurt thee. He that findeth Jesus findeth a 
good treasure ; yea, a good above all good. And he 
fiiat loseth Jesus, loseth much indeed, yea, more than 
the whole world ! Most poor is he who liveth with- 
out Jesus ; and he most rich who is well with Jesus." 
— (A Kempis.) 

How few of us really bear this in mind. Our lives 
are lived out in neglect of God. At great crises of 
our lives — sickness, sudden sorrow, bereavement — we 
come near to Him and implore Him to aid us. At 
times, when we feel doubtful as to our actions, and 
are divided and distracted which path to take ; whether 
to turn to the right — or to the left; then we throw 
ourselves on our knees before Him and ask His gold** 
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ance, as though it were some charm, to be used or cast 
aside at pleasure. 

But in quiet times — the unvaried days, the ordinary 
and unexcited feelings — little then is felt of this need 
of God, less earnestly is He sought ! Nay, sometimes 
the very thought of Him will cause a throb of pain, 
a jar through the whole system. Beware how you 
neglect God ; it will end in your heart forgetting Him 
altogether. When once you have let in tiie waters of 
worldliness, when once you have allowed other calls 
to find an echo in your heart, other than God's, you 
lay yourself open to a flood which will carry away all 
the ancient landmarks of your faith and religion, wash 
away, ruin all your fertility ; and which, if the waters 
ever recede, will leave you a barren hopeless waste* 
Trifles, such as giving up a prayer or two, curtailing 
the Bible reading, neglecting to prepare for commu- 
nion, omitting to come to it, trespassing on the Lord's 
Day — these, remember, are acts of neglect — they will 
grow on you, they will swell greater and greater in 
themselves, till at the last they will issue in entire 
abandonment of God. 



V. CAUTION AGAINST SELF-CONFIDENCE. 

PERHAPS no character in the New Testament 
exhibits more fully the danger of self-confidence 
than St. Peter's. The confession, the promise of -de- 
Totion, the walking on the water, the going to see the 
end — even the question relative to the beloved disciple 
— on all these occasions we may trace back the griev- 
ous errors, which make them noteworthy, to a venture- 
some self-confidence. This was the cause — ^latent may- 
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be, but not inactive^— of each succeeding fall. Self- 
confidence in worldly matters begets a certain amount 
of carelessness and foolhardiness. We see men very 
confident in their natural shrewdness, neglecting the 
usual precautions of preliminary enquiry and inve»- 
tigation : we see men over-confident in their prosperity 
and good fortune, abandoning altogether the precepts, 
and habits, and customs of the past, and rushing re- 
gardless into extravagance and unnecessary expen* 
diture. And so it is — but with infinitely more solemn 
and important, nay, terror-making results — in things 
spiritual. 

A man relies upon himself, falls back on his jndg-» 
ment, on his acuteness to detect evil, on his conscious^ 
ness almost instinctive of right and wrong, fie omits 
those acts of prayer and devotion, those day and night 
seekings for Divine help, which alone can give him 
preservation and safety ; he keeps away from the table 
whereon is placed the spiritual food of the Body and 
Blood of the Saviour ; he despises that constant in- 
ward communion with God, which is true fellowship ; 
he smiles at the idea that Satan is making and will 
make him more and more an object of attack : and 
what is his end? So self-confident, trusting in his 
own armour, the devil comes upon him — ^he overpowers 
him, and leads him away captive. 

Never trust to self. Fancy, rather, that setf is 
weaker than it is. Never trust to own power even 
to resist the slightest temptation ; never trust to own 
judgment; never trust to own discretion* Ihrell 
always under the shadow of the Oreat Rock in the 
weary land : have no strength but Ood's strength, no 
will but His will. Use eagerly, longingly, anxiously^ 
all the means of grace which He, in His mercy, has 
given you, as would the soldier in the beleaguered 
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city — prayer, communion with Himself, the blessed 
Sacrament ! And so the waves, and storm, and tem-^ 
pest, shall not affright or appal you ; you shall be able 
to walk manfully upon them to Jesus. 



VL CAUTION AGAINST APATHY AND 
LUKEWARMNESS. 

THE beloved Apostle is directed to say to the 
Church of Laodicea, *^ I would thou wert cold 
or hot ! " For ** I know thy works that thou art 
neither cold nor hot !" How painful a light does 
this shed round lukewarmness I The state of luke- 
warmness must be in itself even worse than that of 
coldness, else the Lord would not thus deliberately 
desire the latter as a preferable alternative. 

But how ? Lukewarmness is very inferior to heat, 
but seems more desirable than absolute coldness in the 
things of Ood. To have only half a heart for these 
things is bad, but wherein is it better to have no heart 
at all? 

How then must we understand this exclamation of 
the Saviour, " I would thou wert cold or hot ? " 
Best by regarding the ^*cold" here as one hitherto 
untouched by the powers of grace* There is always 
hope of such an one, that, when he does come under 
those powers, he mav become a zealous and earnest 
Christkn. He k not one on whom the grand experi. 
ment of the Gospel has been tried and has failed. But 
the '^ lukewarm " is one who has tasted of the good 
gift, and of the powers of the world to come ; who has 
been a subject of Divine grace, but in whom that ^j»ca 
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has failed to kindle more than the feeblest spark. The 
publicans and harlots were " coJdy* the apostles " hot.'* 
The Scribes and Pharisees, such among them as that 
Simon, in whose house the Lord sat and spake the 
parable of the fifty and the five hundred pence, they 
were " lukewarm,'* — {After Trench.) 



Vn. CAUTION AGAINST GOING INTO 

TEMPTATIONS. 

ONE of the petitions in that most sublime and per- 
fect prayer which the Saviour has given to His 
Church is, " Lead us not into temptation." " Suffer 
us not to be led." Shall we then willingly, with full 
intent and purpose, go where we know temptation will 
meet and find us out ? For instance, if we know that 
we are inclined to profanity — w^ won't say to blasphe- 
mous conversation — but light and frivolous talk, and 
disregard for holy things; are we wise to risk our- 
selves in ungodly society ? If we know that our will 
cannot resist the sensual desires of the flesh, shall we 
venture to frequent places where sights, and sounds, 
and words, and voices, all tend to excite and rouse 
carnal passions and longings ? One cannot touch fire 
and not be burned. If we experimentalize with sin 
and temptation, we must expect to be scorched, nay, to 
be utterly consumed by them ! 

Now every man we know is tempted by his own 
lust — that is, by his own particular evil bent and pro- 
pensity. All men have not the same evil bent; all 
men have not the same wrong bias. Some love their 
ease, some are eager after business, some are fond of 
pleasure, some prize money above everything, some

care little about money in comparison with power; 
some again are vain, and wish above all things to be 
admired, to be thought handsome, or clever, or learned, 
or wise; some are hot and passionate, while others 
are sullen ; some are sluggish and fearful, while others 
are rash and headstrong. In a word, every man, ac- 
cording to his temper and character, is liable to some 
particular temptation ; just as, according to the con- 
stitution of our bodies, we are each of us liable to 
some particular disease. Now we pray to God that 
He will be pitiful to us, and not place us in situations 
to call forth our evil propensities and rouse them to 
mischievous action. Where we are they may lie dor- 
mant, dead within us, the soil ill-suited to the evil 
root. Let us not in a spirit of wantonness and levity 
rashly try to transplant ourselves to other soils, where 
the evil root would be encouraged to come up and 
gather strength and grow into a stem and branches of 
iniquity. It is very dangerous, almost fatal, for a man 
so to be placed, that his own special lust, his peculiar 
frailty and weakness, will have opportunity — will, 
though none know it but himself — be excited, pam- 
pered, nurtured, called forth into life. As dangerous 
as sending a man with weak lungs to live in a cold 
bleak air ; or setting a man with weak eyes to works 
which require close and constant study by candle- 
light. — (After A. Hare.) 



Vm. CAUTION AGAINST SELF-ESTEEM. 

THE self-knowing Christian would rather descend 
and find himself very disproportioned to his pre- 
sent station, be it never so«mean. He can say with 
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David, '^ Lord, my heart is not haughty, nor mind 
eyes lofty; neither do I exercise myself in great 
matters, or in things too high for me ! " But vain 
minds ivould still be tampering with the greatest 
affairs, and dwell not with themselves. Oh 1 be en-^ 
treated to study your own hearts better. Be less 
abroad in things which concern you not. There is 
work enough within you ; heaps of base lusts and Bel£- 
deceits, and follies, that you see not yet; and many 
advantages of good things you seem to see in your- 
selves, that indeed are not there. Self-love is a flatter- 
ing glass, which represents us to ourselves much fairer 
than we are ; therefore turn from it, if you desire a 
true account of yourselves, and look into the pure and 
faithful mirror of God's law. Oh ! what deformities 
will that discover which you never saw nor thought 
of before ! — ^it will make you the lowest of persons in 
your own eyes. 

Let us view all our gifts and graces as coming from 
God — ^freely given to us by God: by their greater 
abundance constraining us to greater humility and 
more entire dependence on Gk>d. Thus shall we come 
to think ourselves of no reputation ; most mean, most 
unworthy ! And regulated in this manner in our own 
esteem, we shall become very moderate in our desire 
for esteem from others. If over-prized by our friends 
and acquaintances, we shall take it as their mistake ; 
if undervalued, we shall rejoice in that, having set 
ourselves so low in ourselves that others cannot well 
set us lower. — {After Leighton.) 
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IX. CAUnON AGAINST MIXING WITH THE 

UNGODLY. 

LOT chose the fertility of the plain. Captivated 
by the richness of that spreading valley which 
the Jordan clothed with greenness, there he pitched 
his tent, and went forward to dwell at Sodom. Is not 
the sin of hid old age a memorial how the wickedness 
and licentiousness of the city of his choice — though it 
vexed his righteous soul — did cleave to him, did make 
thereon great deep marks, furrows in which some tiny 
seed fell to bear a poisonous fi'uit in the coming years ? 
So, to take a wider example* The constant warning 
of the Almighty God to the chosen people was, that 
they should not mix themselves up with the heathen 
nations. It was from that intercourse (we know by 
their history) that idolatry^ with all its concomitant 
evils, crept in amongst them. Even as Solomon, the 
greatest and most magnificent of their kings, was en- 
tangled in the sin which eventually overwhelmed him, 
by his marriages with the daughters of the Moabites, 
and Ammonites^ and Edomites, and Sidonians, and 
Hittites. 

It is the daily life with others that most affects our 
own, and the greatest pressure is put upon us when 
we have to make head against the influence which such 
companionship and intercourse exert over us. How 
much are we affected by example ! What we see and 
know others to do and hold, insensibly and by degrees 
shapes and fashions our own habits and opinions. And 
to our shame be it said, evil works quicker here than 
good, and what is vicious than what is virtuous. There 
is a certain brilliancy, and showiness^ and plausibility. 
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about evil, which draws men to it. A fatal lodestone 
it is, attracting to itself all that is noble and strong ; 
drawing out the rivets of our armour and making it 
worthless. There is an inexplicable energy — maybe 
it is all crafl and deceit — about error and untruth, 
which wocms its way into men's hearts, blinding their 
eyes, and rendering dull and torpid their intellects, 
until it has brought them to the brink of the precipice. 
If, therefore, sin assume this fascinating appearance, 
if its look and outward form thus have power to charm 
and win over, how great is the folly — nay, perhaps 
the culpability of those, who made their friendships 
amongst the very men whom sin and ungodliness 
clothe as natural garments, and who hasten to imperil 
their own purity and holiness in the society of the im- 
pure and unholy. " Be ye not unequally yoked toge- 
ther with unbelievers," saith the Apostle, '* for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteousness; 
and what communion hath light with darkness?'' 



X. CAUTION AGALNST OVER-CURIOSITY. 

" T\ /TY son, be not curious, nor trouble thyself with 
1\a. idle anxieties. What is this or that to thee ? 
follow thou Me ! For what is it to thee whether that 
man be such or such, or whether this man do or speak 
this or that ? Thou shalt not need to give answer for 
others, but shalt give account for thyself; why, there- 
fore, dost thou entangle thyself? Behold, I know 
every one, and do see all things that are done under 
the sun ; also, I understand how it is vrith every one, 
— what he thinks, what he wishes, and at what his in- 
tentions aim. Unto Me, therefore, all things are to 
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be committed; but do thou keep thyself gently at 
peace, and let go the unquiet to be as unquiet as they 
will. Whatsoever they shall have done or said shall 
come upon themselyes, for Me they cannot deceiye I'' 
— (A Kempis.) 

Over-curiosity may exhibit itself in two forms ; and 
while either is peculiarly the consequence of a certain 
temperament of mind, either is alike unwholesome and 
likely to strangle — ^to stifle out true and pure religion. 

i. Some minds exhibit curiosity in other people's 
affairs. Busybodies and tattlers are the names by 
which such are rightly described. A man will see great 
faults in his neighbour's manner of life, though they 
be but motes ; while he will neglect greater in him- 
self, though they be beams. A man will anxiously 
scrutinize another's character, will take pleasure in 
weighing it, and assigning motives for every little 
action : his own liability to error and to wrong-doing 
he will altogether overlook. Hours which he might 
safely spend in self-examination, he will idly squander 
in examination of others. Hours which he might de- 
vote to looking into his own heart, he will lose in 
finding out reasons and causes for the actions of others 
than himself. And so the opportunities will slip from 
him of setting his own house in order. 

ii. There is another curiosity equally pernicious. It 
is that which delights to pry behind the veil of revealed 
truth, and to seek to go beyond that part-knowledge 
which is ours here below. Intellectual powers suggest 
a sort of right to question all things, and to try to 
solve all things. But it is in these labours that faith 
is lost, and that trust in God and confidence in Him 
wavers and grows lukewarm. Better no knowledge 
than a knowledge which so exalts and pufis up a man^ 
that he deems it omnipotent and capable of all things 1 
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XL CAUTION AGAINST DESPONDENCY. 

IS there not virtue in despondency ? Does it not 
show an humble spirit, an emptied craving heart, a 
mean estimation of self? No. It exhibits rather an 
unsatisfied state of mind. Of course we are never to 
feel contented with our own work; when we have done, 
as we say, our very best, we are yet to know and feel 
that we are unprofitable servants. But despondency, 
too often, implies want of confidence in God — ^lack of 
faith in His protecting care and providence, irritation 
against His decrees. Had we been differently placed, 
all would have turned out well ; had we been such an 
one, we could have gone on or borne with it. Re* 
taxation of physical strength, want of sympathy, over- 
zeal, may often create despondency ; but it is fostered 
by listlessness and idleness. The active warrior finds 
no time for it : if he looks back, it is not to brood ; if 
he looks forward, it is to take more account, furdier 
measure of the work before him, and of his capability 
for it. That rueful repentant self-accusing temper, 
which is always looking back and microscopically ob- 
serving how that which is done might have been better 
done, very much hinders growth in real godliness. A 
Christian ought, indeed, to feel that he has partially 
failed; but that ought not to be the only feeling. 
Faith ought ever to be a sanguine cheerful thing; and 
perhaps in practical life we could not give a better 
account of faith than by sa3ring, that it is amidst much 
failure the having the heart to try again. Our best 
deeds are marked by imperfection ; but if they really 
were our best, ^' forget the things that are behind,'' we 
ehaW do better next time. 
Despondency cramps action, vt inakfi« iia timid and 
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fearful; it makes us wayering and undecided ; we be- 
come so diffident of our own power, that at last we 
fancy we have none at all, and so do nothing. 

We want everything that is hopeful and encouraging 
for our work. The Gospel comes to us at the Yery 
outset with the inspiring news of pardon. Remember 
how Christ treated sin. Sin of oppression and hypo- 
crisy, indignantly ; but sin of frailty — " Hath no man 
condemned thee? No man, Lord. Neither do I 
condemn thee ; go, and sin no more ! " As if He 
would bid us think more of what we may be, than of 
what we have been. Christian, do not stop too long 
to weep over spilt water. Leave off thinking of your 
guilt, and wait to see what eternity has to say to it. You 
have other work to do now ! — {After Robertson.) 



XIL CAUTION AGAINST WANT OP CHARITY 

TOWARDS OTHERS. 

*' 'T^URN thine eyes unto thyself, and beware thou 
X judge not the deeds of other men. In judging 
of others, a man laboureth in vain — often erreth, and 
easily sinneth : but in judging and discussing of him- 
self, he always laboureth fruitfully." — (A Kkmpis.) 

How true are these words ! How much more holy, 
how much more like Jesus' life would our lives be, if 
we could remember such truths as these ! We go into 
the world: how little trust or confidence do we 
show ! We mix with fellow-men ; how little love or 
sympathy do we extend to them ! how few and small, 
and how charily given, are the allowances we make 
for them ! We treat them with courtesy, maybe we 
want to receive as much from them \ but ii ^k>s^ ^^sro^^ 
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or we think we see flaws in their characters, how 
eagerly do we rise up, how greedily do we pounce on 
them. 

Think of all the unkind thoughts you have cherished 
against a neighbour, of all the unkind words you have 
spoken in your intercourse with others, some common 
acquaintance, and then see whether we have not need 
of a caution warning us how we are apt to judge of 
others. Passive love is not a very noble kind of love, 
and too often it degenerates into selfish want of love 
altogether. The best antidote to misjudging others 
and being uncharitable towards them, is to cultivate 
an active and ever-present love. Let love display it- 
self always, shaking off the trammels of etiquette and 
formalism, fearlessly passing over the imposed boun- 
daries society fixes : (there is no fear ever of too much 
love, or too warm sympathy, or too great tenderness : 
the danger lies all on the other side !) Let love be 
stirring, not passive ; real, not artificial : we shall then 
be ever striving to cover the defects the world will 
point out in our neighbours, and, judging ourselves 
rather than them, to make up our deficiencies by the 
good qualities which they openly display.
